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Its Dovre and done with

T he San Francisco Women’s Building finally claimed 
ownership of the Dovre Club early Tuesday, De¬ 
cember 9, after a protracted legal dispute that con¬ 
sisted of - among the flurry of court documents - 
a mistrial; followed by a settlement agreement; followed 
by a challenge to that agreement; followed by a Superi¬ 
or Court Judge’s ruling for eviction; followed by a bomb 
threat. Possession was gained just after 6 a.m., when 
sheriff’s deputies used a crowbar to break the lock on 
the Irish bar, which had been located in ,one corner of 
the building for decades. 

A rumor had swirled among some 50 people hold¬ 
ing a candlelight vigil in front of the Women’s Building 
Monday night that loyal Dovre Club patrons planned to 
barricade themselves inside when deputies showed up 
to enforce the eviction order, but in the end only an 
empty, albeit beer-stained, pub greeted the officers. 

The bar was packed Monday night as neighborhood 
customers from all walks of life came to the bar one last 
time. Openly gay San Francisco Police Commissioner 
Edward Petrillo took off his coat and slid behind the bar 
to wash glasses, telling reporters the bar’s old equipment 
reminded him of his bartending days in New York. A lot 
of Van Morrison songs were played over the hum of a 
football game, and a lot of toasts were made in the dark¬ 
ened, smoke-filled room. 

“I’ve lived in the area 19 years, and the Dovre Club is an 
institution. It’s always been so welcoming to the gay com¬ 
munity,” patron David Spero told the B.A.R. “Gay, straight, 
old, young; the San Francisco bar was a great melting pot. 
It’s sort of been a living room for so many people.” 

What will take its place 

The quiet, almost anticlimactic end to the fracas that 
has divided the Mission District means that the 
Women’s Building can get started on a major seismic 
retrofit and construction project that will include a li¬ 
censed child care center and expanded resource areas. 
When completed, the building will also be accessible to 
people with disabilities. It was because of the Level I seis¬ 
mic risk designation that the Women’s Building had to 
undertake the construction project.

ive transvestite Bay Area Rapid 
Transit passengers traveling on a 
late night Fremont-Richmond 
train were arrested and jailed for as¬ 
sault with a deadly weapon on Friday, 
December 5, for allegedly beating a 
man after they got into an argument 
with his girlfriend. 

Mario Allen, 20, Darryl Blackman, 
20, Brian Coleman, 23, and Lionel 
Jones, 21, all of Oakland, were arrest¬ 
ed by BART police after the train they 
were riding pulled into Lake Merritt 
station. Orlando “Adrian” Jones, 21, 
whose residence has not been identi¬ 
fied, was arrested at BART’s Oakland 
West Station shortly after the mid¬ 
night attack. All were booked for as¬ 
sault with a deadly weapon in the 
Oakland city jail. 

According to BART spokesperson 
Ron Rodriguez, the alleged assailants 
began arguing with the unidentified 
woman and insulting her with ques¬ 
tions about her choice of boyfriends. 

The incident escalated, and after 
the male victim intervened in the ar¬ 
gument and came to the women’s de¬ 
fense, one of the alleged assailants 
pulled out a hammer. 

The suspects were booked into 
Oakland’s city jail, and the victim, 

. who suffered cuts and lacerations, re¬ 
fused transport to a local hospital 
after being treated by paramedics at 
the scene, Rodriguez told the Bay Area 
Reporter. 

The incident is another BART first, 
Rodriguez said. 

“Only in Oakland,” Rodriguez 
said. “To the best of my knowledge, 
we’ve never had an attack of this kind 
before.” T

Equal medical benefits 
elude TG city workers 

Health bd. to take matter up next week

| 4 //' edical benefits for trans¬ 
gender city employees re- 
11 1 main unequal with those 
offered to all other San Francisco 
workers; despite what many said 
was an exhaustive presentation by 
the Human Rights Commission 
(HRC) and medical professionals, 
the Health Services System Board 
(HSSB) at its November 20 meet¬ 
ing rejected a motion to remove 
exclusionary language from 
health plans that pertains to sex 
reassignment surgery. HRC staff 
are expected to appear before the 
board next Thursday, December 
18, in a second effort to change 
city health plans. 

It is HRC’s contention that the 
city may be discriminating against 
its employees by such exclusions. 
“City and county employees are 
protected from gender identity 
discrimination mandated by a 
vote of the people in November of 
1993. The general population of 
San Francisco is also protected 
due to ordinances passed by the 
Board of Supervisors in Decem¬ 
ber of 1994,” stated the HRC re¬ 
port prepared for the HSSB. 

In California and most other 
states in the U.S., legal status in 
the new sex is granted condition¬ 
ally, when the patient is under 
medical care, to facilitate a change 
in documents such as driver’s li¬ 
censes, the HRC report stated. 
Marriage in the new sex is legal 
for opposite sex couples, and in all 
areas other than healthcare cover¬ 
age, the legal status of transsexuals 
is now established. 

The HSSB oversees the imple¬ 
mentation of the city’s employee 
health insurance program. The 
seven members represent the fire 
and police department employee 
unions, and the Service Employee 
International Union (SEIU). Two 
other seats are mayoral appoint¬ 
ments, the Board of Supervisors’ 
finance committee chair sits on 
the board, and the city attorney’s 
office has a seat. 

The push to remove exclusion-

ary language from benefit plans 
offered by the city started over a 
year ago. In August 1996, the HRC 
strongly recommended the HSSB 
“act quickly to eliminate the ex¬ 
clusions for transsexual treat¬ 
ments and surgeries that present¬ 
ly exist in all city health plans. The 
city plan itself should be changed 
immediately, and negotiations 
with outside carriers should begin 
as soon as possible.” 

At last month’s meeting, Su¬ 
pervisor Susan Leal, finance com¬ 
mittee chair, made a motion to 
remove the exclusionary language 
from the city’s health plans. Leal 
and board member Claire Zvans- 
ki, from SEIU, were the only 
members to vote for the change, 
which went down to defeat 5-2. 

“I was disappointed. I think it’s 
the right thing to do,” Leal told the 
B.A.R. “They said they needed 
more information, and I think 
there was quite a bit of informa¬ 
tion presented. HRC, I believe, did 
a very good job. The panel was 
very good and was a broad spec¬ 
trum of legal, medical, and psy¬ 
chological professionals.” 

A lack of respect 

Shannon Minter, who last year 
came out as transgendered, is a 
staff attorney with the National 
Center for Lesbian Rights 
(NCLR). He attended the HSSB 
meeting last month and said he’ll 


be at next week’s meeting, too. 
“I’m still quite hopeful that they’ll 
do the right thing and take this 
small step and get rid of these ex¬ 
clusions,” said Minter. 

He felt frustrated after the last 
meeting and wonders whether the 
HSSB board really needs more in¬ 
formation. “Their concerns 
seemed disingenuous, and I don’t 
think it’s a lack of education that’s 
holding up the decision,” Minter 
told the B.A.R. “I think it’s a lack 
of respect for the transgender 
community that is holding up the 
decision.” 

Leal observed that “everybody 
seemed uptight” at the meeting. 

While questions were raised 
about the costs involved in chang¬ 
ing health plan language, HSSB 
members were told there are very 
few identified transgender city 
workers. HRC staff member Larry 
Brinkin said they know of only 13 
transgender employees out of a 
workforce of 27,000. Not all of 
them may choose to have sex reas¬ 
signment surgery should the ben¬ 
efits be made available, and some 
may have already had part Or all 
desired surgery performed, thus 
reducing the potential cost. The 
HRC report provided a detailed 
breakdown of costs for male-to- 
female (MTF) and female-to-male 
(FTM) medical needs. 

Surgery costs are in the range 
of $7,500 to $36,000 for MTF in¬ 
dividuals, and $4,000 to $75,000 
for FTM individuals, depending 
on the procedures needed and 
surgery techniques used; hor¬ 
mone therapy averages less than 
$250 per year for either sex, the 
HRC report stated. The HRC re¬ 
port pointed out that similar cov¬ 
erage is “routinely provided in 
non-transsexual context,” such as 
in breast cancer treatments, uri¬ 
nary tract conditions, and hys¬ 
terectomies. ▼

Time for 'fag patrol' at Stonestown? 


Gay man accuses mall 
manager of anti-gay slur

|#|| ommunity United Against 
Violence is investigating a 

\ San Francisco man’s com¬ 
plaint that he overheard the gen¬ 
eral manager at Stonestown Gal¬ 
leria Shopping Center making an 
anti-gay comment Friday, No¬ 
vember 28 - and was then pushed 
out of the mall’s administrative 
offices after confronting the man 
about the slur. Jason Hinson, who 
is openly gay and involved locally 
with the “Fight AIDS” vanity li¬ 
cense plate proposal, told the Bay 
Area Reporter that he was in a mall 
restroom when he heard the man 
comment to his colleague, “It’s 
time for fag patrol,” as they walked 
out of the bathroom. 

Hinson said he immediately 
went to an administrative office to 
speak to the manager and lodge a 
complaint. When the manager 
appeared a short while later, Hin¬ 
son said he recognized him as the 
man who made the comment to 
his co-worker as the two left the 
restroom. 

“I said, ‘I’m here to complain 
about something you did,”’ Hin¬ 
son recounted, adding the man, 
who identified himself as Mall 
Operations Manager Reed Ben¬ 
nett, said Hinson was mistaken 
and denied making the remark. “I 
said, ‘I really feel you owe me an 
apology.’ He literally put his hand 


on my shoulder and pushed me 
out the office and shut the door,” 
said Hinson. 

The mall employee allegedly 
with Bennett in the restroom was 
Darrien Keetch, a security man¬ 
agement official, Hinson said. 

Reached at his office Wednes¬ 
day, December 10, Bennett angri¬ 
ly denied the incident. “I remem¬ 
ber him coming to the office, and 
I told him at the time he was mis¬ 
taken in what he heard,” Bennett 
told the B.A.R. “Anything you 
connect my name to - you’d better 
substantiate, or you’re going to 
have a problem with that.” 

Asked whether he pushed Hin¬ 
son out of the office, Bennett said, 


“I did not, and I have nothing else 
to say to you.” 

Hinson said he informed Su¬ 
pervisor Gavin Newsom about 
the incident. Newsom’s office sub¬ 
sequently contacted Community 
United Against Violence (CUAV), 
and Hinson is also planning to 
write a letter to mall management 
and inform the Human Rights 
Commission (HRC) of his expe¬ 
rience. 

“If he’d said something like, 
‘I’m sorry,’ or ‘I don’t normally 
talk like that,’ I’d let it go. But the 
guy was so cold about it. He total¬ 
ly knows what he said,” Hinson 
said. “If we don’t stand up to it 
[anti-gay incidents], it continues.” 

Jennifer Rakowski, CUAV’s 
hate-violence project coordinator, 
told the B.A.R. the organization is 
taking Hinson’s complaint seri¬ 
ously and would like, at a mini¬ 
mum, to see Stonestown Galleria 
employees complete sensitivity 
training courses. “Part of our in¬ 
terest is that it’s management and 
[other] people visibly in positions 
of power. It highlights just how 
much institutions can create a 
culture of violence,” said Rakows¬ 
ki. 

CUAV plans to contact Reed, 
Rakowski said. “We’re hoping to 
work with Supervisor Newsom’s 
office, HRC, and others to coordi¬ 
nate a response. We’d love to see 
sensitivity training take place,” she 
added. ▼

; |M en Bukowski, former exec¬ 
utive director of the Laven- 
m der Youth Recreation and 
Information Center (LYRIC), has 
joined the staff of AIDS Benefits 
Counselors (ABC) as the agency’s 
new associate director. In the 
newly-created position, Bukows- 
ki’s responsibilities will include 
fund development for grants and 
special events, publicity, and ad¬ 
ministrative management. 

“We are thrilled to welcome 
Ken to our staff,” said Paul Causey, 
executive director. “He brings a 
wealth of experience, both in 
helping guide community-based 
organizations through periods of 
growth, and in raising the funds 
necessary to meet increased de¬ 
mand for services.” 

Filling the associate director 
position represents an important 
step in ABC’s plan to better meet 
the increased demand for services 
that help people living with 
HIV/AIDS secure financial re¬ 
sources. As clients live longer with 
recent medical advances, their 
need for financial and employ¬ 


ment services has increased dra¬ 
matically and is expected to con¬ 
tinue to grow. Causey said that 
with generous financial support 
from the Levi Strauss Foundation 
and the Mayor’s Office of Com¬ 
munity Development, ABC has 
embarked on an organizational 
development plan that ensures 
the organization will continue 
providing a broad continuum of 
services that is responsive to the 
needs of the community. 

“I am excited to join ABC be¬ 
cause of the vital services they 
provide people living with 
HIV/AIDSBukowski said. “I am 
particularly proud of ABC’s abili¬ 
ty to listen to the client and satis¬ 
fy their needs.” 

While at LYRIC, Bukowski was 
responsible for incorporating the 
organization as an independent 
nonprofit agency, doubling the 
program budget, and building a 
strong infrastructure that sup¬ 
ported new programming. Under 
his leadership, LYRIC grew to be¬ 
come one of the premiere lesbian 
and gay youth organizations in 
the country. 

At ABC, Bukowski’s hiring is 
just part of the agency’s plan to 


better integrate existing programs 
so that it is easier for clients to ac¬ 
cess all of its services. The board of 
directors has also initiated a plan¬ 
ning process focused on develop¬ 
ing a three-year strategic plan to 
guide the agency’s future growth. 

“Input from clients, volun¬ 
teers, staff, and the community is 
being utilized as we take each step 
in the planning process,” said Bob 
Emerson, board president. “The 
board is committed to generating 
strategies that keep ABC at the 
forefront of meeting client needs 
and prepared for continued 
changes in the epidemic.” 

Each year, ABC assists over 
2,500 people living with 
HIV/AIDS in obtaining and utiliz¬ 
ing the public and private benefits 
to which they are entitled. Addi¬ 
tionally, ABC’s Positive Resource 
program provides work referrals, 
employment counseling, and com¬ 
puter skills training for people liv¬ 
ing with HIV/AIDS so they may be 
better able to gain or maintain fi¬ 
nancial independence. T

Recreating Our Future campaign 


NTFAP victory celebration 
set for next Thursday

" v' he National Task Force on 
AIDS Prevention (NTFAP) 
ii is hosting its 1997 Recreat¬ 
ing Our Future (ROF) victory cel¬ 
ebration reception next Thursday, 
December 18, in San Francisco. 
The ROF campaign, launched lo¬ 
cally last January, is NTFAP’s am¬ 
bitious initiative to bring the re¬ 
sources to bear to end the 
HIV/AIDS epidemic among gay 
men of color by reducing the 
number of new HIV infections by 
50 percent by 2002. Interested 
community members are wel¬ 
come to attend; donations will be 
accepted at the door. 

The national campaign was 
developed in response to the in¬ 


creasing HIV infection rates in 
people of color communities. 
ROF is made up of several com¬ 
ponents, including fundraising, 
integrating new research into 
community-based programs, 
conducting leadership training, 
research, and social marketing 
campaigns, and promoting public 
health policies that ensure gay and 
bisexual men of color are includ¬ 
ed as a target population for HIV 
prevention. 

Steven Sams, of Pacific Bell, is 
the host committee chair for next 
week’s victory reception event. 
Sams is also a member of the city’s 
HIV Prevention Planning Coun¬ 
cil. 

NTFAP’s first ROF reception 
took place in Miami in September 
1996. This year, similar events 



took place in San Francisco; Los 
Angeles; Newark, New Jersey; and 
Washington, DC. With a lead gift 
from James C. Hormel, campaign 
sponsors include the Gill Founda¬ 
tion, the Glen Eagles Foundation, 
the Public Welfare Foundation, 
and Glaxo Wellcome. 

Last month, NTFAP held a 
meeting in Washington, DC to 
build a public policy platform in 
order to achieve ROF’s goals. The 
unprecedented two-day confer¬ 
ence included sessions with 80 of 
the nation’s top AIDS experts, and 
resulted in the development of an 
action plan for the campaign. The 
unique assembly brought togeth¬ 
er public health officials, commu¬ 
nity AIDS activists, researchers, 
foundation representatives, and 
members of the clergy. The group 
was lauded by members of Con¬ 
gress, including Representative 
Nancy Pelosi (D-San Francisco), 
and Elijah Cummings (D-Mary- 
land), who is co-chair of the 
House Democratic Caucus’s AIDS 
Task Force. 

At various gay pride events 
throughout the state and else¬ 
where, NTFAP staff had informa¬ 
tion booths about the campaign. 
Many people signed petitions in 
support of ROF that have since 
been forwarded to Health and 
Human Services Secretary Donna 
Shalala and Sandy Thurman, di¬ 
rector of the Office of National 
AIDS Policy. ▼

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Cash-strapped AEF 
appeals to public 
for funding ideas

N ow that more people with 
HIV and AIDS are living 
longer, assistance money is 
growing shorter. That’s the frus¬ 
trating experience of the AIDS 
Emergency Fund (AEF), the ven¬ 
erable San Francisco-based ser¬ 
vice agency widely recognized for 
its “Every Penny Counts” jars in 
shops and bars, which for the first 
time in its long existence is facing 
a serious revenue shortfall. 

But rather than try to hide the 
bad news, or attempt to devise so¬ 
lutions behind closed doors, the 
agency’s directors and few paid 
staff held a town meeting on 
Monday, December 8 to present 
the facts of the impending cash 
crunch to the public and get peo¬ 
ple’s ideas on how keep AEF flush 
so it can continue supporting a 
growing list of clients. 

As new clients keep getting 
added to AEF’s roster, and contin¬ 
uing clients stay on longer, the 
total number of people served 
each year has grown “by leaps and 
bounds,” said AEF Treasurer John 
Fry, addressing an audience at 
Metropolitan Community 
Church. “So our client list is no 
longer cyclical, it’s continuous.” 


In the five-year period from 
1992 to 1996, said Fry, the num¬ 
ber of clients served by AEF 
swelled from about 2,500 to more 
than 4,000. Expenses grew ac¬ 
cordingly, from just over $1 mil¬ 
lion to $1.6 million. Now the AEF 
is looking at a $500,000 deficit this 
year, and increasing deficits for 
each of the next few years, if new 
sources of donations aren’t found. 

Through the efforts of some 
250 volunteers, a working board 
of 12, and a paid staff of three, the 
AEF provides emergency funds to 
low-income people living with 
AIDS or disabling HIV in ten 
Northern California counties. The 


grants help people pay rent, utili¬ 
ties, and phone bills, purchase es¬ 
sential medical supplies, and 
cover special needs such as pre¬ 
paid funeral expenses. Until re¬ 
cently, each client could receive up 
to $500 per year in such assis¬ 
tance, but this year the AEF had to 
cut back on payments, setting a 
$400-per-year cap on grants. 

“Our current level of fundrais¬ 
ing isn’t enough to meet the de¬ 
mand for service,” said Fry. “We 
struggle monthly for better ways 
to serve our clients without com¬ 
promising our mission, our pro¬ 
gram, or increasing the cost of our

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Victorian debate obscures 
Community Center’s goals

' he dream of a vibrant Community 
Center serving San Francisco’s lesbian, 
gay, bisexual, and transgendered com¬ 
munities has eluded our city since Supervi¬ 
sor Harvey Milk proclaimed it a top priori¬ 
ty shortly before his assassination. 

Today, San Francisco stands on the verge 
of fulfilling Harvey Milk’s dream. With ex¬ 
traordinary support from Mayor Willie 
Brown, the Board of Supervisors, city de¬ 
partments, and our community itself, we 
are finally about to create the kind of Com¬ 
munity Center that already exists in Los An¬ 
geles, San Diego, San Jose, New York, and 
hundreds of cities large and small across the 
United States. 

In light of today’s disagreement about 
the fate of a 103-year-old structure on the 
site of our future Community Center, it is 
important to keep sight of our mission: to 
plan, build, and open a safe, affordable and 
accessible facility that will foster the pride, 
health, identity, and sense of purpose of our 
diverse community. 

Our Community Center will be a re¬ 
source to revitalize and rebuild our com¬ 
munity in the face of homophobia, racism, 
transphobia, and our devastating losses 
from HIV/AIDS. It will provide a place 
where everyone feels welcome, regardless of 
gender, race, income, HIV status, age, or any 
other status. It will provide a link to indi¬ 
viduals with community-based services and 
programs, while making space for existing 
and new community organizations. 

New York’s Gay Community Center of¬ 
fers an exciting model for San Francisco. On 
a recent evening there, 39 different groups 
and organizations were meeting during a 
Five-hour period! They included a youth 
group, an acting class, bisexual adult chil¬ 
dren of alcoholics, Dyke Marshall Training, 
married lesbians, Sexual Compulsives 
Anonymous, and a drop-in group for HIV¬ 


positive men. Imagine the possibilities! 

As the Community Center’s Board of 
Directors planned our facility, we convened 
15 different community focus groups to 
find out what folks wanted, needed, and ex¬ 
pected in their new center. We deter¬ 
mined a need for about 85,000 
square-feet — more than twice 
the original size of New York’s 
Community Center — to ac¬ 
commodate everyone’s wishes! 

We then proceeded to scale 
back the building’s size, trying to get 
the most we could within our original 
budget. We reduced the space first 
from 85,000 square-feet to about 
65,000, then to 41,000. 

With $1.1 million from the 
city, we purchased property on 
Market Street at Octavia. The site included 
a run-down Victorian whose top floors had 
been boarded up for years - the victim of 
neglect, vandals, and weather. 

Our intention was to renovate the Victo¬ 
rian and construct a new building next to 
it. After consultation with several contrac¬ 
tors and others, we budgeted $650,000 to 



rehab the Victorian. 

We then conducted a design competi¬ 
tion, requiring competitors to include the 
Victorian in order to have their design con¬ 
sidered by the Community Center Project. 

After the architects were chosen in April, 
they conducted a feasibility study to deter¬ 
mine more precisely the costs of reha¬ 
bilitating the Victorian. Structural en¬ 
gineers, soil scientists, preservationists, 
and others refined the numbers. We 
were surprised to learn that the actual 
cost of renovation to stringent com¬ 
mercial codes would not be $650,000, 
* but closer to $2.6 million! 

Even at this higher cost, the 
Victorian would be less safe than 
a new building. It would require 
us to build a smaller Community 
Center and would also present longterm 
maintenance difficulties. 

After intensive deliberation in which we 
considered all our options, the board voted 
to construct a new facility on this site rather 
than renovate the old one. 

Our decision was not an easy one. How¬ 
ever, we are committed to building a safe, 
affordable, accessible building. The Victori¬ 
an presents serious challenges to all three of 
those goals. 

During the time we planned to rehab the 
Victorian, not one of the newfound “Friends 
of 1800 Market” who now criticize our deci¬ 
sion made a serious financial contribution 
to our efforts to keep the Victorian. 

Now they are threatening this project 
with lawsuits, ballot measures, intimidation 
of donors, name-calling, and other non¬ 
constructive methods. 

They say they support the Center, but 
want us to keep the Victorian. It is time for 
them to stop their narrow-minded intimida¬ 
tion and to be part of a realistic solution. ▼

Preservationists want to 
build a center, not bury it

riends of 1800 Market Street” is a 
grassroots organization born out of 
the sudden decision by the Commu¬ 
nity Center Project (CCP) Board to demol¬ 
ish the Fallon Building, a 104-year-old Vic¬ 
torian that embodies so much San Francis¬ 
co history, including the history of our own 
community. We absolutely support the new 
Community Center Project — we simply 
want to see that the CCP Board lives up to 
its original promise to restore this building 
and incorporate it into the new center. 

The National Trust for Historic Preser¬ 
vation, the California Historic Preservation 
Office, and all of the local architectural his¬ 
torical groups regard this as an important 
structure. The combined commercial-resi¬ 
dential building is of a unique trapezoidal 
shape, perfectly fitted to its site. The rooms 
upstairs fan out from a central stairway 
which is crowned by a beautiful stained 
glass dome. Restoration architects as well as 
some who participated in the CCP design 
contest agree the Victorian is quite sound 
and remarkably intact, needing only ordi¬ 
nary cosmetic and seismic work to make it 
a safe, workable, and aesthetically pleasing 
public space. 

Recognized experts estimate costs to 
achieve the goal of restoration and incor¬ 
poration will not exceed $175 per square 
foot, comparable to the cost of new con¬ 
struction. In contrast, the CCP Board, who 
has not consulted any restoration architects, 
estimates $400 per square foot. We believe 


inflated figures are being used to fool the 
community into supporting demolition. 

Why not buy the building for $1 and 
move it? This is a red herring, and the CCP 
board knows it. Their own minutes for the 
meeting at which they decided to sacrifice 
the building call this ploy a “diversionary 
tactic.” Among the reasons why it can’t be 
done is the physical impossibility of 
moving something this size and 
shape. But equally importantly, this 
building marks the western edge of 
the fire from the 1906 earthquake. 

Every building on Market Street 
east of Octavia was severely dam¬ 
aged or destroyed. Its greatest his¬ 
toric importance is its site, 
an assessment with which 
the California Historic 
Preservation Office 
agrees. 

The CCP states keeping the Victorian 
will reduce needed space by 25%. So they 
threaten to eliminate the childcare area, the 
auditorium, and office space for nonprofits. 
Ask yourself, “Why would they eliminate 
these vital services, rather than the huge, 
useless atrium, with its ‘flame’ symbol, 
which many members of the community 
find offensive?” 

Using just the vacant part of the lot 
achieves the full 41,000 square feet desired 
by the CCP. Neighborhood associations in 
the vicinity have stated that they would pre¬ 
fer a taller building to demolition of the 
Victorian, if that choice had to be made. 
The SF Planning Department recommend¬ 
ed to the CCP Board this alternative, and of¬ 


fered to assist in the sale of 1800 Market to 
restoration-minded buyers. But the board 
has rejected this idea. 

We realize that fundraising is paramount 
to the success of the Center. While fundrais¬ 
ing is clearly a function of the CCP board, 
we have already investigated resources avail¬ 
able through Federal and State restoration 
dollars, pro-restoration organizations, and 
our own supporters. However, for our ef¬ 
forts to be successful, the CCP board must 
rescind its vote for demolition im- 
mediately, opening those doors 
" and wallets for the Center. 

While options exist, the CCP 
board has been unwilling to lis¬ 
ten. They have worked 
hard, and we applaud 
their effort. However, we 
feel it’s a mistake to ig¬ 
nore the concerns of the 
community they purport to represent. 
“Community” means everyone, including 
those who disagree with them. Fortunately, 
it also includes a large number of architects, 
designers, contractors, carpenters, etc. who 
stand ready to volunteer their services. The 
bottom line remains: you can’t build a com¬ 
munity with a wrecking ball. 

We are hopeful that this publication will 
open a new era of cooperation. More im¬ 
portantly, a community reunited, bringing 
us all together to build the best Communi¬ 
ty Center in the nation. ▼

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Self-serving bureaucracy 

The SFAF board often whines to us that “Pat 
Christen is not the enemy” Well, OK, I agree that Pat 
Christen the private citizen living in Oakland is not 
the enemy, but Pat Christen, Executive Director of 
SFAF, and the self-serving bureaucracy she leads may 
very well constitute one of the worst enemies we have 
faced since the epidemic began. 

In my view, the gross improprieties that have been 
the subject of public outrage at SFAF - insanely high 
salaries, unreasonable office expenses, improper lob¬ 
bying activities, and a questionable level of actual ser¬ 
vices rendered - are setting the stage for the Founda¬ 
tion’s long-overdue downsizing, and SFAF’s lame, 
self-serving response *to this outrage only makes the 
problem clearer. As a San Francisco taxpayer and res¬ 
ident - and I stress “resident” - I have every right to 
demand a much higher level of accountability from 
SFAF and a great deal more control over the way 
SFAF spends city funds. In addition, it seems obvious 
that SFAF’s meetings are not truly open as they claim, 
and that many decisions that should involve exten¬ 
sive community input are in fact made behind closed 
doors by unqualified, uncaring, uninfected people 
and their lackeys. 

The combined salaries of SFAF’s top 14 employ¬ 
ees totaled more than $900,000 in 1995, and I’m sure 
they all have received raises since then. Is this really 
the best use of all of this money? Certainly people de¬ 
serve fair compensation for services rendered, but 
who felt that these salaries were fair? We 
have heard the knee-jerk response to this 
question many times, that the salaries are 
“in line” with similar positions at other 
large nonprofits. Sounds like “you scratch 
my back, and I’ll scratch yours.” 

Are we to believe that a monstrously 
high salary is the main reason someone 
would work for SFAF? Come now. I 
think most of us want people working 
at our ASOs to be paid a fair wage, but I 
think most of us also find SFAF’s idea of a fair wage 
quite ridiculous. 

SFAF has dug in its heels and seems adamant in its 
intention to prevent genuine public participation. 
This should infuriate all of us and is the best argu¬ 
ment for removal of city funding, if not a forced 
takeover.

The actor 
was telling a story involving him, prior to his being 
discovered for the movie Amistad, in which an “ef¬ 
feminate man” approached him for a photography 
session. His homophobic comments, implying that 
he would assault the apparent gay man if the gay man 
had approached him inappropriately, were further 
augmented by your insensitive and cruel remark that 
the black man might “annihilate” the gay man for 
possibly propositioning him! 

You, and the other guest members as well as the 
audience, laughed at your inflaming comment, and I 
was shocked to see a Jew and two blacks engaging in 
such discriminating behavior. You and Steven Speil¬ 
berg know well the meaning of prejudice, yet you 
chose to encourage violence against an unknown gay 
man, simply because he may have been attracted to 
the black actor. That black actor, no matter how tal¬ 
ented he might be, will never make it big in the movie 
industry unless he rids himself of his prejudices, but 
you, Ms. Winfrey, should know better. Why don’t you 
go a step further and encourage the “annihilation” of 
straight men who proposition lesbians, or straight 
women who make passes at gay men? It happens all 
the time... where is the outrage there? 

Even if your comment were made in jest, it was not 
funny to gay people, who still suffer not only dis¬ 
crimination, but assault and murder, just because of 
their sexual orientation, which they didn’t choose, any 
more than you chose your sexuality. Gay people are 
America’s last scapegoats. 

I cannot tell you how disappointed and shocked I 
am at your careless comments, but the fact that so 
many others laughed at them only proves just how 
widespread homophobia is in this country, and 
you’ve helped that homophobia. I feel sorry for you 
and your complete lack of awareness of your own big¬ 
otry. Just because you played a character on Ellen 
doesn’t mean you’re accepting of gay people... that’s 
quite obvious.

Compromise Powell resolution

And yet we know that the inte¬ 
gration of blacks into the service only made our 
armed forces stronger and our nation more unified. It 
was also a major step forward for black civil rights. 

“Cowardice, because when history presented him 
with an opportunity to strike a similar blow for the civil 
rights of gays and lesbians, Gen. Powell took the easy, 
self-serving way out, kowtowing to the powerful bigots 
in Congress and the military at the expense of justice. 

“As a chief architect of the disastrous ‘don’t ask, 
don’t tell’ policy, Powell also institutionalized lying in 
the American armed services. No one, including Pow¬ 
ell, denies that gays and lesbians have served and do 
serve our country, often with great distinction. Yet 
they may do so only by being dishonest. Powell’s mes¬ 
sage to homosexual service personnel - “Lie, and we’ll 
let you serve your country” - is morally reprehensible. 

“Ironically, every study undertaken by the Penta¬ 
gon itself since 1957 has concluded that gays and les¬ 
bians could serve openly without adverse effect on 
our military, just as they do in many other countries. 
This causes the Board to be doubly perplexed by Pow¬ 
ell’s stance. 

“While appreciative of Gen. Powell’s efforts on be¬ 
half of volunteerism, the Board of Supervisors nev¬ 
ertheless deplores the fact that such a person is held 
up as a role model for Americans.”

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A tale of two women

H S 1997 nears its end, 1998 
Jill looms large in the political 
careers of Dianne Fein- 
stein and Barbara Boxer. The 

two, you may remember, made 
history in 1992 when they were 
both elected to the U.S. Senate 
from California, and their futures 
currently look pretty damn good. 
Next year could indeed be the 
“Year of the Woman” redux - at 
least in the Golden State. 

Recent numbers from the re¬ 
spected Mervin Field Poll show 
Feins,tein, an unannounced gu¬ 
bernatorial candidate, still leading 
all possible opponents, Republi¬ 
cans and Democrats alike, in next 
June’s “open primary” election. 
Feinstein, according to Field, con¬ 
tinues to dominate the field and is 
the only Democrat who can beat 
Attorney General Dan Lungren, 
the probable GOP nominee. 

Previous Field Polls also 
showed Lieutenant Governor 
Gray Davis, another Democratic 
candidate, with a slight lead over 
Lungren. However, a lot of Davis’ 
backers have apparently gone over 
to Feinstein. Much of Feinstein’s 
support in an open primary 
comes from women in both par¬ 
ties. Buoyed by these women, Fe¬ 
instein is the top vote-getter in the 
open primary, drawing 24 percent 
of the vote, including 36 percent 
of the Democrats and 12 percent 
of the GOP vote. 

Lungren, by contrast, 
pulls 21 percent of the 
total vote in the prima¬ 
ry, including 42 percent 
of the Republicans and 
only 6 percent among 
Democrats. In short, 
the Field Poll clearly 
shows Fein¬ 
stein winning 
in part be¬ 
cause she 
pulls twice as 
many votes from the opposite 
party as does Lungren, again 
thanks to her popularity among 
women voters. 

The most recent Field Poll has 
some Democratic strategists 
openly suggesting that Mr. Davis 
will possibly either run for re- 
election as lieutenant governor or 
switch to the race for state attor¬ 
ney general when, as expected, Fe¬ 
instein formally enters the guber¬ 
natorial race after the first of the 
year. These same Democrats ex¬ 
pect that Davis would then en¬ 
dorse Feinstein over free-spend¬ 
ing megamillionaire Al Checchi. 

There was good news from the 
recent Field Poll for Senator Bar¬ 
bara Boxer as well. The poll shows 
Boxer leading all of her likely op¬ 
ponents in an open primary with 
35 percent of the vote (of all par¬ 
ties), with her closest rival being 
GOP state Treasurer Matt Fong 
with 14 percent. Fong is followed 
among Republicans by San Diego 
millionaire businessman Darrell 
Issa at a disappointing (consider¬ 
ing the millions he’s already spent 
on television time) six percent, 
with San Diego Mayor Susan 
Golding bringing up the rear at 
five percent. 

According to the Field Poll, 
Boxer, once thought to be an easy 
target by the GOP, would beat Re¬ 
publican Fong in the ’98 Novem¬ 
ber general election by a healthy 
11-point margin, 45 to 34 percent. 
Most politicos, Republicans as 
well as Democrats, feel that with 
Senator Feinstein at the head of 
the Democratic ticket as the nom¬ 
inee for governor next year, 
Boxer’s re-election chances will 


improve even more. 

You can bet that the Democra¬ 
tic Party, state and national, has, 
after looking at this most recent 
poll, started stepping up the pres¬ 
sure on former San Francisco 
Mayor Feinstein to announce for 
governor as soon as possible. 
Those closest to the senator told 
the Bay Area Reporter this week 
that she could make an announce¬ 
ment “within the first two weeks 
of January.”

When openly gay attorney 
David Catania won a City Coun¬ 
cil seat in the District of Colum¬ 
bia last week, it was such an upset 
(the Democrats outregister the 
GOP in the District 10 to 1) that 
the young Republican council¬ 
man-elect immediately became a 
must-get dinner speaker for the 
GOP, especially among gays and 
lesbians. 

And there was likely GOP gu¬ 
bernatorial nominee Dan Lun¬ 
gren holding a press confab last 
week, charging that less than 37 
cents of every dollar raised by 
commercial fundraisers last year 
actually went to a charitable pur¬ 
pose. It seems that the not-so-al- 
truistic fundraisers took in about 
$175 million and returned only 
$64 million to charity. So my 
question is where were the attor¬ 
ney general’s legal people - the 
ones who are supposed to be 
watching these things? Asleep on 
the job possibly? 

Oh yes, I recently got a note 
from a friend in NYC wanting me 
to be sure to mention that not 
only did a Puerto Rican lesbian 
(Margarita Lopez) get elected to 
the NYC City Council, but a gay 
African-American, Phil Reed, 
also won a seat. You go, Phil and 
Margarita! 

If you’re still unsure whether 


state Senator John Vasconcellos’s 

“exploratory” campaign for gover¬ 
nor is headed anywhere, just take a 
gander at the “education package” 
he announced last week for stu¬ 
dents grade K through 12. He 
mentioned the famous three R’s 
(in fact, he somehow came up with 
she of them), then went on to list 
among his planks the following: 
“We must shift the bias of our ef¬ 
forts from teaching and instruc¬ 
tions to inspiring the learning in¬ 
stinct of each child.”

That gobbledygook was fol¬ 
lowed by: “We must prepare par¬ 
ents for much more active know¬ 
ing nurturing participation in the 
growth and development and 
learning of each of their children.”

Perhaps someone with 
a divining rod could help me out. 

Incidentally, other would-be 
gubernatorial candidates like 
Gray Davis, Dianne Feinstein, and 
even Dan Lungren have already 
long since announced their edu¬ 
cation platforms - in language, I 
might add, that even college grad¬ 
uates can understand. Vasco, bet¬ 
ter forget about the governor’s 
race this time around, pal. 

From the state of Washington 
comes word that retired Army 
Colonel Margarethe Cammer- 
meyer has definitely decided to 
run for Congress against a con¬ 
servative GOP incumbent in the 
Second District. Cammermeyer 
gained fame after winning a legal 
battle to be reinstated in the 
Washington state National Guard 
after the government had fired 
her because she admitted to being 
a lesbian. Go, Maggie! 

A huge turnout was on hand at 
D.A. Terence Hallinan’s birthday 
dinner/fundraiser Tuesday night 
at Gabbiano’s. 

Those rumors that a promi¬ 
nent (and well-financed) attorney 
from the lesbian/gay community 
will challenge Public Defender 
Jeff Brown next year are making 
the rounds again. 

President William Jefferson 
Clinton’s own Commission on 
AIDS issued a scathing report last 
week accusing the Clinton ad¬ 
ministration of slacking off in its 
fight against the epidemic. This 
bit of news comes as no surprise 
to the many involved in the battle 
against the still-growing deadly 
disease. 

Anise Parker, a lesbian busi¬ 
nesswoman, was elected to the 
Houston City Council in last Sat¬ 
urday’s runoff election, with more 
than 58 percent of the vote. She 
becomes the first openly gay elect¬ 
ed official in that city, and one of 
the very few in the Lone Star 
State. Yee-hah! ▼ 
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M oose and Squirrel Must 
Die! Dept.: Just as soul 
must always fade before 
the light of reason (or, at least, 
thus spake Francis Bacon), it 
seems beautiful legends are 
doomed to be debunked by the 
cold, hard light of fact. Most re¬ 
cently, the romance between Yuri 
and Lara in Doctor Zhivago was 
given more'passion and poignan¬ 
cy by reflecting the real-life ro¬ 
mance between Boris Pasternak, 
the novel’s author, and Olga Ivin- 
skaya, the devoted literary assis¬ 
tant who tried to smuggle his roy¬ 
alty payments into the Soviet 
Union from the West. This was a 
very risky act of devotion, since 
the Soviet government considered 
the Nobel Prize-winning novel a 
slander against the revolution. 

Granted, the legend had al¬ 
ready lost some of its luster from 
all those late-night television 
“special recording offer” commer¬ 
cials with the syrupy “Lara’s 
Theme” from the movie, played 
by Zamfir on panpipes, or some 
such (and not to be confused with 
Tomb Raider babe Lara Croft 
from the hit video game). Still, its 
recent tarnishing was worth at 
least one heavy sigh: I was in high 
school when Omar Sharif and 
Julie Christie portrayed the lovers 
on the silver screen, and of course 
thought at the time the movie was 
incredibly romantic (which didn’t 
explain my fascination with Julie 
Christie). 

Actually, I wasn’t the only one 
in my class at school who had 
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first learned there was a famous 
novel titled Doctor Zhivago 
through an old Mad Magazine 
feature meant to lampoon (with 
astonishing prescience, from the 
perspective of the ’90s) the 
American penchant for spin-off 
merchandising. It was a long 
string of “You’ve read the book - 
now watch the movie! You’ve 
read the book and watched the 
movie - now collect the bub¬ 
ble gum cards!” etc., well past 
the point of absurdity. 

But the legend of the 
real-life romance of Boris 
and Olga would not be de¬ 
nied ... until last 
month. Old Soviet 
secret records com¬ 
ing to light revealed 
that Ivinskaya 
had attempt¬ 
ed to get out 
of the gulag 
by reminding Nikita Kruschev in 
a letter that she had cooperated 
with attempts to silence her lover, 
trying to sabotage his meetings 
with foreigners and delay his 
novel’s publication in the West. 
Pasternak’s son says his father 
never knew of the betrayal; one 
can only hope. 

There’s also the context of the 
times: on both sides of the Cold 
War, many individuals got leaned 
on to denounce friends and asso¬ 
ciates as fellow travelers with the 
other side’s ideology. Granted, it 
usually takes a totalitarian state 
to raise this to an art form — 
Mao’s China got people to de¬ 
nounce themselves through “self¬ 
confessions” of counterrevolu¬ 
tionary tendencies ... a practice 
that, sadly, had brief currency 
among radical lesbian feminists. 

Still, last month was a rather 
unfortunate time to mark the 
50th anniversary of the silence of 
the Hollywood Ten before the in¬ 
famous House Committee on 
Un-American Activities. In 
France, historians published the 
first thorough accounting of 
Communism’s state-organized 
exterminations of human beings 
for social engineering purposes. 
The body count: 85 million to 
100 million — “closer to 100 mil¬ 
lion, and maybe higher,” accord¬ 
ing to a director of research at a 
national institute. Among the ex¬ 
ecuted, according to a separate 
feature story, were many Ameri¬ 
cans who moved to the so-called 
workers’ paradise out of idealism. 

I’ve always felt an affinity with 
the Hollywood Ten, a group of 
movie writers and directors who 
were jailed and subsequently 
blacklisted for refusing to tell 
HUAC whether they had ever 
been Communist Party members. 
Their experiences helped disen¬ 
chant Americans with the lengths 
to which our government was 
going to root out Reds from posi¬ 
tions of influence in our society 
and government. This anti-Com- 
munist crusade, while under¬ 
standable in light of how the So¬ 
viet Union had enslaved Eastern 


European nations after World 
War II (and crushed a national 
liberation struggle in Hungary in 
1956, then another in Czechoslo¬ 
vakia in 1968), had the overtones 
of the totalitarian thought con¬ 
trol for which it rightly con¬ 
demned the Soviet Union (e.g., 
the suppression of Boris Paster¬ 
nak’s novel and the political im¬ 
prisonment of his lover and liter¬ 
ary assistant). 

Surprisingly, HUAC 
had originally been 
formed in 1938 to keep 
an eye on Nazi and Fascist 
sympathizers and their ac¬ 
tivities in the U.S., a 
mission many gays and 
lesbians today would 
not only sanction but 
demand. But 
it became 
pretty 

damned Un- 
American itself: it tarred with the 
same brush those avowedly out 
to overthrow the U.S. govern¬ 
ment, and those who had briefly 
joined the party during the De¬ 
pression because it did address 
issues, like racial discrimination, 
that the major parties would not 
touch until much later. The Red 
hunters also equated homosexu¬ 
ality with disloyalty, because of 
our supposed susceptibility to 
blackmail. 

(Today, the “homophile” ac¬ 
tivists who risked blacklisting 
themselves to speak up for our 
rights are looked down upon by 
young “queers” as apologetic “as- 
similationists.” That’s weak.) 

But for every free speech and 
freedom of association advocate 
harassed in the ’50s, there was 
another party member who con¬ 
tinued to advocate Communism 
even after Kruschev exposed the 
atrocities of Stalin’s era. And how 
many of the gay progressives who 
cite the experiences of the Holly¬ 
wood Ten as evidence of Ameri¬ 
can evil turned around and de¬ 
nounced or blacklisted others in 
our own community? 

Myself, I’m between two 25th 
anniversaries of getting de¬ 
nounced and purged from the 
lesbian community. I know what 
it’s like to have someone who so¬ 
licited my participation in a pro¬ 
ject turn around and beg off, say¬ 
ing she was told any association 
with me would be detrimental to 
her standing and career in the 
women’s community. 

It can happen here. It has hap¬ 
pened here. Look around at how 
various of us denounce each 
other for failing to hew to a par¬ 
ticular stance. The Harvey Milk 
Democratic Club vs. the Gay 
Men’s Chorus over boycotting 
United Airlines ... ACT UP fac¬ 
tions over belief in particular 
treatments. It does happen here, 
all the time. 

If you would like to think you 
would stand up like the Holly¬ 
wood Ten, stand up now. Stand 
up for freedom of opinion in our 
community. ▼

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Ally McBeal’s botched 
transgender tale

he December 1 episode of 
Fox’s critically acclaimed 

m new show Ally McBeal 
botched a major transgender sto¬ 
ryline, despite undoubtedly 
earnest intentions. When Ally be¬ 
came the attorney for Stephanie 
(played by openly gay actor and 
GLAAD board member Wilson 
Cruz), a transgender fashion de¬ 
signer who has turned to sex work 
to pay the bills, the lawyer found 
herself offering an unorthodox 
defense for the solicitation rap: an 
insanity plea based on “transves¬ 
tite fetishism.” 

While Ally made it clear that 
she did not think that Stephanie 
was crazy, and that it was just a 
defense tactic, Stephanie ex¬ 
pressed great reservations and 
eventually refused the strategy, 
noting she left home to escape 
being called “sick.” 

Still, Ally called upon psycho¬ 
logical “experts” to diagnose 
Stephanie with “gender dyspho¬ 
ria,” and one of them said, “He’s 
[Stephanie] more like a woman, 
or thinks he’s one,” and called 
Stephanie “confused.” After Ally 
made a deal with the judge to 
postpone ruling for a year while 
Stephanie worked at Ally’s law of¬ 
fice, Stephanie found a largely ac¬ 
cepting environment, but was still 
faced with a few insensitive re¬ 
marks. 

But Stephanie went back to 
prostitution, and was murdered 
by, as a cop told Ally, “a John 
[who] went crazy when he found 
out the Jane was a guy.” Ally won¬ 
dered why Stephanie would go 
back to the streets if she had a job, 
but applied Stephanie’s last coat 
of lipstick as a way of trying to 
honor her in death. 

Throughout the episode, con¬ 
fusion prevailed among many 
characters: What pronouns 
should be used to address 
Stephanie? Is transsexuality a 
mental disorder? Does being 
comfortable with one’s transgen¬ 
der identity make a person “not 
well?” The only one who was not 
confused was Stephanie, who had 
a clear sense of who she was. 

If this were the only message, 
the episode would have been a 
strong exploration of trans identi¬ 
ty. Unfortunately, there were 
many unresolved assumptions 
that left a bad taste in the mouth 
of many lesbian, gay, bisexual and 
transgender people and their 
friends who viewed the program. 

Without psychologists to 
counter the assertion that 
Stephanie was “confused,” the 
viewer was left with the impression 
that she may have been mentally ill 
because of her gender role, even if 
she saw it otherwise. Also, the show 
failed to give a larger context to the 
reason Stephanie returned to the 
streets after getting the law office 
job. If one knew nothing about 
transgender people beyond this 
show, it would be easy to think that 
the murder had been caused by 
Stephanie’s hooking, without rec¬ 
ognizing the real threats all trans¬ 
gender people - not just sex work¬ 
ers - face in a society that is fre¬ 
quently hostile and violent towards 
their very existence. 

Please let Fox and David E. 
Kelley Productions know that 
their exploration of transgender 


themes is noteworthy, but that the 
character got lost in the show’s 
“confusion” about how to address 
the larger issues of societal trans¬ 
phobia, and reliance on the 
stereotypical media representa¬ 
tion on transgender people as sad, 
desperate hookers.

Alex suits Washington 
Post’s Style 

The November 23 Washington 
Post Style section featured “Alice 
Doesn’t Live Here Anymore,” an 
excellent article about Alex Myers, 
the first openly transgender stu¬ 
dent at Harvard. 

“As a freshman last year, Myers 
moved [into] a single room on 
the all-male fourth floor. He told 
his dormmates the truth: For his 
first 17 years, he’d been Alice,” the 
story stated. 

Alex began identifying as 
transgender after that, and “Alice 
legally changed her name. But de¬ 
spite having jettisoned his Alice 
identity, he hadn’t opted for hor¬ 
mone treatments, hadn’t even 
seen a doctor. Perhaps the most 
arresting part of this story is what 
happened next ... practically 
nothing. Mild surprise followed 
by a collective so-what. There was 
more bickering about loud music 
than about a man who got men¬ 
strual cramps. 

“Outside the rarefied, tolerant 
air of the academy, others might 
see something truly odd about 
this. Can a person ignore chro¬ 
mosomes and private parts and 
declare him/herself to be other 
than what biology dictates?” The 
article profiled a typical day for 
Alex, from his co-op room to 
what he eats for lunch (a peanut 
butter sandwich) and the way he 
came out as a transperson during 
his college interview. It talks about 
his childhood in Maine identify¬ 
ing as a tomboy rather than a boy, 
and his teen years identifying as a 
lesbian, and Alex’s parents’ dis¬ 


comfort with his identity (once, 
his mother, “stumbling between 
‘he’ and ‘she,’ frustratedly called 
Alex ‘it.’”) 

The article then discussed 
Myers’s push for Harvard to in¬ 
clude “gender identity” as a cate¬ 
gory in the non-discrimina¬ 
tion policy, noting that “ordi¬ 
nances forbidding discrimi¬ 
nation against the 
transgendered have 
been enacted in mu¬ 
nicipalities including 
San Francisco and 
Evanston, Ill., as well 
as Cambridge itself.” 

It also closely exam¬ 
ined the questions that 
arise from the imple¬ 
mentation of such a 
policy, as well as some of the resis¬ 
tance he met. It discusses Alex’s re¬ 
lationship with his girlfriend, Lexi, 
both of whom identify as hetero¬ 
sexual. Finally, it says, “He sees no 
contradiction in the things he is. A 
future scientist. A jock. A man 
who menstruates. A sophomore 
nervously planning to bring his 
girlfriend home for Thanksgiving 
to meet his parents.” 

The article captured Alex’s hu¬ 
manity, determination, and 
strength by alternatively focusing 
on him as an individual, and it ex¬ 
plored some of the wider issues he 
confronts through his openness 
and straightforwardness. Consid¬ 
ering that much of the media is 
still grappling with the basic 
problem of whether or not even 
to discuss transgender issues, the 
Washington Post and reporter 
Paula Span broke ground with 
this article, hopefully setting the 
tone for transgender media repre¬ 
sentation in the future. 

Congratulate the Washington 
Post for really getting Alex’s story, 
and larger issues of transgender 
identity right.

book has been published in Ro¬ 
mania, and foreign books on the 
topic are unobtainable. Cluj has 
no gay-identified bar or cafe, al¬ 
though a corner of the city park 
serves its time-honored function 
after dusk. At the conference, only 
one of the Romanian participants 
admitted to being gay, and his 
coming-out was greeted with a 
collective jaw-dropping. 

On one free morning, a histo¬ 
ry student took me on a guided 
tour of the city. In the watery fall 
sunshine, the ancient churches 
and the baroque-period commer¬ 
cial buildings lent a very Euro¬ 
pean charm to the place, and the 
hordes of students bustling to and 
from their classes provided a 
sense of optimism for the future. 
It was ironic, though, to see the 
many archaeological sites at 
which the remains of the Roman 
imperial city of Napoca had been 
exposed to view. For that two- 


thousand-year-old culture was far 
more accepting of sexual diversity 
than anything that is likely to de¬ 
velop in Cluj today. 

As I took the white-knuckle 
Tarom Airlines flight back to 
Bucharest, I felt a distinct sense of 
accomplishment. Not so much for 
having delivered my usual lecture 
about the hypothalamus and gay 
genes, as for having been able to 
visit this hostile little corner of the 
world and stand up and say, “I’m 
gay.” T

T hose who refuse to have 
children are deserters, who 
seek to escape the laws of 
national continuity.” Thus spoke 
Nicolae Ceausescu, the Commu¬ 
nist dictator of Romania until the 
revolution of 1989. Gays and les¬ 
bians ranked high on the list of 
these treacherous non-breeders: 
they were ruthlessly persecuted by 
the state police, and gay culture 
was invisible. 

I recently had the opportunity 
to assess what changes may have 
happened since the revolution, 
when I participated in a confer¬ 
ence about homosexuality at the 
University of Cluj, in the northern 
province of Transylvania. The 
meeting was organized by psy¬ 
chologists Bill Hirst of the New 
School for Social Research in New 
York, and Mircea Miclea of Cluj. 
The event was a public relations 
success, and a notable first for Ro¬ 
mania. Particularly remarkable 


was the participation of the fledg¬ 
ling Romanian gay rights organi¬ 
zation, ACCEPT. 

In spite of the revolution, in 
which Ceausescu and his wife 
were executed, liberalization has 
come slowly to Romania. Grind¬ 
ing poverty, and the generation- 
long repression of inde¬ 
pendent thought 
seem to have left an 
inertia that invites renewed 
governmental repression. Not 
just gay people, but all minori¬ 
ties are still treated badly. For¬ 
tunate are those, like the Jews 
and ethnic Germans, 
who have had the op¬ 
portunity to emigrate. 

The Rroma (gypsies) 
are literally marginal¬ 
ized: on the outskirts of 
Cluj, one Rroma community lives 
in cardboard shanties and sur¬ 
vives by scavenging from the city 
dump. The mentally ill, and or¬ 
phaned children suffer a malign 
neglect. 

According to ACCEPT, 114 


men and one woman are current¬ 
ly incarcerated (convicted or 
awaiting trial) for offenses against 
“paragraph 200,” the Romanian 
sodomy statute. This statute crim¬ 
inalizes sexual acts that arouse 
“public scandal,” or the promo¬ 
tion of such acts. Thus the AC¬ 
CEPT activists risked arrest 
simply for partic¬ 
ipating in the 

meeting. 

The Council of Europe 
is putting pressure on Romania 
to repeal its sodomy statute and 
to treat gay people better. Unless 
it does so, Romania 
will not be able to join 
the Common Market. 
(It’s sobering to reflect 
that, if the United 
States applied to join the 
Common Market, it would run 
into the same stumbling block.) 
On the other hand, conservative 
forces inside Romania are 
adamantly opposed to such liber¬ 
alization. Chief among them are 
the Romanian Orthodox and 
Catholic churches. One evening 
during the meeting, a televised 
discussion of gay issues was 
broadcast. The Romanian Ortho¬ 
dox archbishop of Cluj, impres¬ 
sive in flowing beard and black 
robes, denounced us in thunder¬ 
ing tones. We were trying to “nor¬ 
malize the abnormal,” he de¬ 
clared. One member of the Amer¬ 
ican contingent, Christian Huy- 
gen, countered with a casual but 
charming pitch for the “gay 
lifestyle.” 

That these issues can even be 
discussed by the Romanian media 
is of course a mark of progress. A 
call-in radio show, devoted to the 
conference, went on for several 
hours beyond its scheduled time- 
slot. One caller, a male nurse, de¬ 
scribed how he had recently wit¬ 
nessed an attempt to “cure” a man 
of homosexuality by means of 
electro-shock therapy. 

Isolation is still the dominant 
experience for gay and lesbian Ro¬ 
manians. Not a single gay-positive

Willie Brown’s forthcoming 
H AIDS Summit, one of the sub¬ 
committees is holding a public 
forum on workplace entry and re¬ 
entry for people living with 
HIV/AIDS this Tuesday, Decem¬ 
ber 16, at the Harvey Milk Civil 
Rights Academy. Subcommittee 
co-chairs Ron Hill and Paul Van- 
der Waerdt said the purpose of 
the meeting will be to solicit em¬ 
ployer and vocational service 
provider input for the design and 
expansion of employment devel¬ 
opment programs for city resi¬ 
dents living with HIV/AIDS. In¬ 
terested members of the commu¬ 
nity are welcome to attend. 

The mayor’s AIDS Summit is 
scheduled to take place Tuesday, 
January 27 in the city. Earlier this 
year, Brown decided to hold the 
summit to examine the challenges 
and opportunities created by re¬ 
cent medical advances in 
HIV/AIDS treatment, and to rec¬ 
ommend policy changes so that 
the city responds effectively and 
comprehensively to changes in the 
epidemic. 

“I am calling this summit to 
bring together the key players 
needed to keep San Francisco on 
the cutting edge of AIDS/HIV ser¬ 
vices, and to ensure that these ser¬ 
vices are available to all who need

them,” said Brown. 

The Department of Public 
Health (DPH) estimates that 
there are now about 8,000 people 
living with AIDS in San Francis¬ 
co, not including those who are 
infected with HIV but who have 
not been diagnosed with AIDS. 

At this week’s public forum, 
the subcommittee will present a 
report on the preliminary recom¬ 
mendations it has developed over 
the past four-month planning 
process, which has involved ex¬ 
tensive input from consumers, 
providers, and others with exper- 


sues. Drs. Marcus Conant and 
Thomas Coates are co-chairs of 
the steering committee. 

Preparations for the January 
summit are being coordinated by 
Dick Pabich, a retired political 
consultant who is living with 
AIDS. Additional staff support is 
being provided by Dean Goodwin 
of the mayor’s office, Marcy Fras¬ 
er of the DPH’s AIDS Office, and 
event producer Michael Brown. 

Approximately 1,500 people 
will be invited by Brown to par¬ 
ticipate in the summit, including 
leaders in medicine, research,

tise or interest in employment-re¬ 
lated issues. Hill and Vander 
Waerdt said the subcommittee is 
“eager to hear from employers 
and vocational service providers 
to ensure that its recommenda¬ 
tions are fully responsive to their 
needs.” 

Combination antiretroviral 
treatments, especially protease in¬ 
hibitors, have improved the qual¬ 
ity of life for many PWAs over the 
past year, while also creating new 
challenges, such as the expansion 
of employment development ser¬ 
vices for the thousands of HIV¬ 
positive residents now able to 
enter or re-enter the workplace. 

Other areas of concern 

The forum is just the latest in a 
series of similar meetings that 
various committees, appointed by 
Brown, have held to study key is¬ 
sues that have been identified. In 
addition to employment, those 
areas are: access to new treat¬ 
ments, adherence to new treat¬ 
ments, testing and reporting, in¬ 
surance coverage, new prevention 
models, and future looming is- 


healthcare, public policy, govern¬ 
ment, business, organized labor, 
media, pharmaceutical, insur¬ 
ance, local churches, AIDS activist 
groups, community-based AIDS 
organizations* and social service 
agencies. There will be seating 
available for the general public, 
Pabich said, adding that a ticket- 
distribution system will be an¬ 
nounced at a later date. The sum¬ 
mit is also expected to be tele¬ 
vised. It is being presented with 
private, non-government funds 
raised through the Conant Foun¬ 
dation. ▼

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Willie's way or no way? 

Outspoken lesbian fired from city board 





Sharon Bretz

L ongtime San Francisco resi¬ 
dent and open lesbian 
Sharon Bretz is the latest 
public servant to experience the 
wrath of Mayor Willie Brown; on 
Wednesday, December 3, she was 
called by a City Hall staffer and 
informed her services were no 
longer needed on the Parking and 
Traffic Commission. No reason 
was given, and Bretz told the staff 
person she would not resign; 
Brown would have to fire her. 

He did. 

Bretz, appointed by Brown to 
the commission two years ago, 
fired off an angry three-page letter 
charging one of the reasons she 
was canned was because she op¬ 
posed the proposal for an elabo¬ 
rate, integrated handheld com¬ 
puter system to issue parking tick¬ 
ets that could cost the city $32 
million over five years. The firm 
bidding on the project has strong 
connections with Lockheed Mar¬ 
tin. Bretz said one of Brown’s for¬ 
mer aides, William G. Rutland, Jr., 
has done lobbying on behalf of 
Lockheed. 

According to reports filed with 
the city’s Ethics Commission for 
the first two quarters of 1997, 
Rutland received $24,789 from 
Lockheed Martin for lobbying 
services in connection with a 
“contract to collect city’s parking 
and traffic violation receivables.” 


“The interference of your for¬ 
mer top aide-turned lobbyist in 
the handheld computer contract 
has cost San Franciscans hun¬ 
dreds of thousands of dollars in 
lost revenues over the past year,” 
Bretz stated in her letter. She went 
on to remind Brown that at a 
mayoral breakfast in March 1996, 
he told her and some other com¬ 
missioners to “expeditiously kill” 
a prior proposal that would have 
cost only $300,000 per year. 

Brown’s spokesperson Kan- 
dace Bender denied that charge. 
“He did not have that conversa¬ 
tion with her,” Bender told the 
Bay Area Reporter. As for the rea¬ 
son Bretz was let go, Bender said 
Brown appointed her “to serve at 
the pleasure of the mayor,” mean¬ 
ing she could be dismissed at any 
time, as is the case with many 
mayoral appointments. 

Although Bender told the 
B.A.R. that Brown has someone in 
mind for the post, the mayor’s of¬ 
fice had not, as of press time, an¬ 
nounced a replacement. 

Fallon Building angle 

Parking and traffic matters 
aside, Bretz told the B.A.R. that 
her involvement in the current 
controversy over the Lesbian, Gay, 
Bisexual, Transgender Communi¬ 
ty Center Project (CCP) and pre¬ 
serving the Fallon Building at 
1800 Market Street was probably 
also a factor in her dismissal. At 
the November 19 meeting of the 


Landmarks Preservation Adviso¬ 
ry Board, Bretz was one of many 
gay speakers who told the adviso¬ 
ry board that the 103-year-old 
Victorian building should be des¬ 
ignated a historic landmark, 

The CCP board of directors 
voted unanimously in September 
to construct an entirely new 
building for the center because 
the cost of renovating the Fallon 
Building has been estimated at be¬ 


tween $1.6 and $2.6 million, 
much more than board members 
originally expected. 

“I think that was one of the 
things,” said Bretz, who added she 
also participated in the November 
14 demonstration organized by 
Friends of 1800 Market Street that 
took place outside the Hyatt Em- 
barcadero, where the CCP was 
hosting their Founders’ Dinner 
gala. Brown attended that event 
and blasted the efforts of preser¬ 
vationists, saying he wants the gay 
community center built, period. 

“Had Willie Browfi done his 
research, he would have found 
that the majority of gays are in 
favor of restoration and putting 
pressure on the CCP board to 
build a quality new building with 
the Fallon Building that truly re¬ 
flects the pride of this communi¬ 
ty,” Bretz said. 

She said that it has been pri¬ 
marily gay men in the city’s 33 
neighborhoods who have taken 
the lead in restoring Victorians, 
which she described as being “one 
of the significant charms of San 
Francisco.”

building that was formerly occu¬ 
pied by the Dovre Club will be 
taken up primarily by accessibili¬ 
ty requirements for bathrooms. 

Esperanza Macias, executive di¬ 
rector of the popular institution 
that serves 50,000 women, girls, 
and families annually, said she is 
glad the standoff has ended. Last 
month the Women’s Building got 
help from the National Organiza¬ 
tion for Women (NOW) and the 
Reverend Jesse Jackson, who 
joined the many local leaders in 
calling upon Mayor Willie Brown 
to intervene in the dispute. While 
the Dovre Club had been operat¬ 
ing without a lease since 1989, local 
political heavyweights Jack Davis 
and Warren Hinckle mobilized pa¬ 
trons and delayed the eviction 
process. 

That’s all history now as the 
Women’s Building gets ready for 
the construction crews. For the 
patrons of the Dovre Club, the fu¬ 
ture is uncertain. Manager Brian 
McElhatton has plans to open an¬ 
other bar, and people were sign¬ 
ing up on a mailing list as they 
drank their beers during the club’s 
waning hours. T

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Mad, but not surprised 

In her letter to the mayor, 
Bretz listed 15 projects she spear¬ 
headed during her tenure on the 
parking and traffic commission. 
Among them are bicycle pro¬ 
grams, parking garage location 
studies, and the development of 
at-risk youth employment pro¬ 
grams in bike maintenance, curb 
addresses, and graffiti removal. 
Bretz also initiated acquisition of 
grant money for bike racks that 
are now on 60 Muni buses. 

Despite her work while on the 
commission, Bretz said she never 
asked the mayor for the appoint¬ 
ment. She was critical of Brown 
and said she’s not the only official 
fired for disagreeing with him. 
Asked whether she thinks com¬ 
missioners are afraid to speak out 
honestly on various issues because 
they’ll be the next ones sacked, 
Bretz said, “Absolutely. They can’t 
express their feelings, thoughts, or 
feelings of neighbors.” 

Several women have been 
fired, Bretz said, including Denise 
La Pointe, formerly of the land¬ 
marks board; Esther Marks, of the 
planning commission; and Mary 
Burns, formerly director of the 
Recreation and Parks Depart¬ 
ment. “That indicates the man has 
a problem with strong, communi¬ 
ty-based women. I think it’s time 
commissioners and people who 
work for the city stand up for the 
city,” said Bretz. “Willie Brown’s a 
very dangerous type of mayor be¬ 
cause of his aggressive patronage 
system and these lobbyists.” 

Bretz works as a probation of¬ 
ficer with the city’s Adult Proba¬ 
tion Department. A resident of the 
Western Addition for 22 years, she 
has long been active in local civic 
affairs, including a stint on the 
city’s Fire Commission from 1988 
to 1992 under former Mayor Art 
Agnos, and she was vice president 
of the Alice B. Toklas Lesbian and 
Gay Democratic Club. Bretz is a 
founding member of the Western 
Addition Neighborhood Associa¬ 
tion; it was in that capacity that 
she addressed the landmarks 
board last month, she said. T

Foster fosters fostering in & out at school 

Sonoma County’s 
LGBTQ youth helped 
by Positive Images

1 || ositive Images (PI), a gay 
youth advocacy project 
m started in 1990 in Sonoma 
County, is now more than ever 
coming out of the shadows. One 
of the nation’s leading anti-ho¬ 
mophobia educational organiza¬ 
tions, it brings “in-service” (i.e., 
“on campus”) safe places and 
gay/straight clubs to some of the 
most conservative, redneck 
Northern California high schools, 
where anti-gay attitudes run ram¬ 
pant. 

PI is designed specifically for 
lesbian, gay, bisexual, transgender, 
and questioning (LGBTQ) youth, 
who are courageously speaking 
out, forming clubs, and hosting 
panel discussion on campuses on 
topics such as coming out and 
HIV prevention. 

The community reaction is 
understandably mixed, but once 
the educational process about ho¬ 
mophobia begins, teachers, par¬ 
ents and peers are not only paying 
attention, but are “incredibly sup¬ 
portive,” according to one of the 
founders of PI, Jim Foster. 

On Sunday, December 7, PI 
celebrated the progress, lauding 
those who have devoted them¬ 
selves to helping achieve success¬ 
ful programs which have benefit¬ 
ed 250 youth members since PI 
began. 

Foster, along with co-founder 
Beverly Laird (who is also instru¬ 
mental in PFLAG, Parents, Fami¬ 
ly and Friends of Lesbians and 
Gays), states Pi’s mission is to 
“provide advocacy, support, and 
information to LGBTQ youth of 
high school and college age. Posi¬ 
tive Images also provides educa¬ 
tion, training, and assistance to 
health professionals, agencies, and 
educators who deal with youth.” 

There is no sign of a top-heavy 
administration in the project. 
“Mary Bynum and myself are the 
adult advisors. We have five peer 
[youth members] leaders who 
provide group and office coordi¬ 
nation, panel outreach, and HIV 


outreach to at-risk youth, and 
they also publish a newsletter, Im¬ 
ages,” said Foster, who feels that 
the efficiently collective effort that 
is at the heart of Positive Images 
makes it a genuine family, and un- 
sentimentally and simply credits 
“love” as the core. 

One of those honored at the 
Sunday event, which was billed as 
“The 3rd Annual Positive Im- 
ages-PFLAG Thanksgiving 
Fundraiser Potluck,” was Mert 
Preston, a gay man who came out 
in his fifties. He now serves as 
chairman of the board of the 
Legacy Center, which is the gay, 
lesbian, bisexual community cen¬ 
ter, and the nonprofit organiza¬ 
tion under which, according to 
Foster, “we are a special project, 
and have all the benefits therein of 
their 50 l(c)3. We are in a great 
marriage with them.” 

Inside a gay/straight club 

The things that go on inside 
these clubs is exactly what you 
might expect from a 4H or Future 
Farmers of America club, accord¬ 
ing to Foster, who lists as activi¬ 
ties, “fundraising, little things like 
cake sales,, selling pins and ‘safe 
space’ stickers for classrooms, 
marching in the Pride parades, 
and weekly rap sessions with 
gay/straight kids to look at homo¬ 
phobia on the school level.” 

Positive Images has established 
one of the nation’s strongest net¬ 
works for LGBTQ youth so far, 
creating clubs on campus in the 
California counties of Sonoma, 
Mendocino, and Napa under var¬ 
ious names such as, “United Sexu¬ 
alities,” “Unity,” “PROUD” (Peo¬ 
ple Respecting Our United Diver¬ 
sity), “One In Ten,” and “PRIDE.” 

The energetic Foster says, “We 
want five more high schools this 
year to have in-services, and 
gay/straight alliance clubs. There 
are nine schools now, including 
Sonoma, Mendocino and Napa 
counties, that have clubs on cam¬ 
pus.” 

Although gay/straight clubs 
are gradually finding themselves 
at home on high school campus¬ 


es, a statewide curriculum is still 
more slow to develop. In the fore¬ 
front of this issue is Kevin Jen¬ 
nings of the Gay, Lesbian, Straight 
Educators Network (GLSEN), 
who has written a textbook on 
gay, lesbian and bisexual history, 
Becoming Visible. 

Another educational project 
addressing gay youth is Project 10, 
reported on by the B.A.R. in 1993, 
which, Foster says, has “been met 
with impasse after impasse, and 
so they are not doing the admin¬ 
istrative in-services like they were. 
They’ve really taken a backseat.” 

From the bottom up 

Where and how does progress 
in the schools start? Foster is 
adamant in his opinion that the 
place to start is not with the 
school boards, but with the indi¬ 
vidual school’s administration. 
Foster says, “On a school board 
level it is too hot an issue, and 
they have too much power. The 
way to start is with the in-school 
administration, and then they will 
translate it and have an in-service 
part, like a day devoted to gay 
youth issues. Then from that, and 
usually there are kids sitting on 
that panel from the school itself, 
comes immediate sanction for a 
club.” 

Consistent with today’s fear by 
large institutions to avoid expen¬ 
sive lawsuits (for example, a 
school’s negligence in preventing 
harassment of a gay youth), a 
gay/straight club then becomes an 
advantage for school boards 
which, Foster says, “really hear that 
angle. The approach for establish¬ 
ing a club in a high school that is 
not successful is going to the su¬ 
perintendent and the board. The 
way it happens is you go to the 
school’s administration, and if 
enough teachers will stick out 
their necks saying, ‘These gay kids 
are being hurt, we need to have an 
in-service, I know these groups 
who can come and support that 
in-service.’ Then that happens. 
When there is so much sensitivity 
and awareness raised, the club gets 
in place on that level. When the

club is so sanctioned then they 
[the school board] just endorse it. 
And the superintendent is much 
more accommodating to that ap¬ 
proach. Sexual harassment suits 
are very, very costly to a school 
district. And, boy, it can go from 
homosexual slurs right down to 
heterosexual stalking, or harass¬ 
ment, or just touching a girl’s arm. 
So it becomes a plus for a school 
to have a gay/straight club.” 

Support from the higher-up 
straight administrators for gay 
clubs on campus does exist. Fos¬ 
ter is encouraged and sees signs of 
major progress, yet still has reser¬ 
vations. Last month at an educa¬ 
tional conference, Foster recalled, 
“I saw three incredible straight su¬ 
perintendents so completely com¬ 
passionate about this issue in the 
East Bay, and all three superinten¬ 
dents in their high schools had 
gay/straight alliance clubs.” But 
Foster believes starting with the 
top level of administration “is still 
far too risky an approach,” and 
feels that starting clubs on cam¬ 
pus is still usually best initiated at 
a school level and not at the dis¬ 
trict level. 

Open enrollment 

Another major factor helping 
to bring gay students and gay teen 
services together is California’s 
“Open Enrollment” policy, which 
began two years ago. Foster ex¬ 
plains, “The kids can choose a 


high school that has a specialty 
area, like media, or performing 
arts or agriculture, et cetera.” 

At Santa Rosa High School, 
every Monday at lunch for the 
past four years, Foster meets with 
about ten kids. “They come, eat 
their lunch, talk about homopho¬ 
bic teachers, or homophobic par¬ 
ents, or they are straight kids and 
they can’t bring their gay friends 
over, because they’re out, and 
their parents can’t bear it, so they 
want support about that. Or 
they’re sick of a teacher who won’t 
shut up about homophobic jokes 
or slurs.” 

Solutions? A plethora of ap¬ 
proaches spring from a single idea 
of Foster’s, which could be stated 
simply: as his name so aptly im¬ 
plies, Foster fosters fostering. One 
approach is to encourage kids to 
be politically active. “We’ve gone 
to the student council. Kids make 
changes there.” 

Saving lives 

While homophobic pressures 
towards youth can turn abusive, 
discriminatory, or violent, Posi¬ 
tive Images points the way with an 
active mentoring program, coun¬ 
seling, and literally, according to 
some of its young members, “sav¬ 
ing lives.” The informational 
brochure PI publishes reminds us 
that “gay, lesbian and bisexual 
youth account for 30% of youth 
suicides in America, 25% have se-

rious substance abuse problems, 
and 40% run away from home at 
least once, and thus are at risk for 
sexually transmitted diseases.” 

The B.A.R. on April 8,1993 re¬ 
ported on educators’ reactions to 
the California State Board of Edu¬ 
cation ruling to include educa¬ 
tional materials on gays and les¬ 
bians in elementary curriculum. 
Since then, the issue of educa¬ 
tional non-tolerance towards gays 
has taken on larger, more omi¬ 
nous and grave proportions in an¬ 
other part of the country, when 
this September, a teenage boy in 
Utah committed suicide after 
being repeatedly blocked by his 
high school administration from 
having a gay/straight club on 
campus. The growth curve for the 
need for PI is “growing constant¬ 
ly,” says Foster, and “more kids are 
coming out younger.” Last week, 
for example, Foster met with a 12- 
year-old seventh grade lesbian 
and her parents. 

“The girl is so clear about her 
sexuality,” Foster told the B.A.R., 
“and so for anybody to say‘you’re 
too young to know’ is just a trav¬ 
esty. The parents’ main concern is 
that she find a support group 
where she is safe.” ▼

Josh Puckett speaks 
about the night of 
Poliakov’s murder

H oshua Puckett, the 17-year- 
| old Atascadero youth 
UP charged with the August 31 
murder of Vitaly “Steve” Poliakov, 
a 29-year-old gay San Francisco 
man, was arraigned before a Con¬ 
tra Costa judge for the crime De¬ 
cember 4, and faces further ar¬ 
raignment today (Thursday, De¬ 
cember 11). On the verge of what 
many say could have been an in¬ 
ternational modeling career, 
Puckett, who appears on the cover 
of the December issue of XY mag¬ 
azine, faces 26 years to life in a 
state prison if convicted of Poli¬ 
akov’s murder. 

In an exclusive 90-minute taped 
interview obtained by the Bay Area 
Reporter, Puckett says he is neither 
gay nor bisexual, and deeply regrets 
killing the Russian emigre. In the 
telephone interview with KGO 
producer Ed Walsh, Puckett also 
talks about other aspects of his past 
and present life, including the time 
he spent in San Francisco. Puckett 
revealed that he had worked briefly 
at Pozole and Paulo’s Juice Bar, and 
frequented the Cafe Flore in the 
Castro district. 

Puckett told Walsh that Poli¬ 
akov, whom he knew only as 
“Steve,” plied him with drugs, in¬ 
cluding methamphetamine, the 
night before the murder, and that 
he was defending himself against 
sexual assault when he killed Poli¬ 
akov. 

Authorities do not believe the 
sexual assault claim, and say that 
Puckett is using the victim’s homo¬ 
sexuality as an excuse for murder. 

Puckett was sentenced in No¬ 
vember to a five-year state prison 
term for violating the require¬ 
ments of probation, in connection 
with an earlier armed robbery in 
San Luis Obispo County. 

Puckett was ordered to be tried 
as an adult for that crime, and will 
be tried as an adult in Contra Costa 
County for Poliakov’s murder. 

Authorities allege that after 
bludgeoning Poliakov to death 
with a cider bottle, Puckett and 
accomplice Mardy Kisner (who is 
also in police custody) stuffed the 
victim’s body into the back seat of 
his 1997 Mercedes and drove 240 
miles from Orinda, California to 
Atascadero, and dumped the body 
into a creek near a state mental 
hospital. Puckett was also charged 
with possessing stolen property. 

The following edited excerpts 
are taken from Walsh’s interview 
with the youth. 

Walsh: Where do you think the 
information came from that you 
were gay? 

Puckett: I imagine, originally 
from the victim’s friends, I guess. 
From the victim, I met his friends. 
I have a bunch or articles in front 
of me from up there. It says I had 
started a sexual relationship with 
the victim a week earlier. It says 
police are investigating the nature 
of the relationship and have been 
told the pair were lovers. I don’t 
know where this information 
came from. I imagine it’s from po¬ 
lice going around talking to peo¬ 
ple. They seem to be trying to 
connect the fact that I’m gay - 


which I am not - and then going 
and interviewing my friends, and 
they’ve been telling them the 
exact same thing. I am not gay. 

The articles mentioned that you 
met him in a gay club. 

Yeah. Club Universe. 

What kind of relationship did you 
have with him? 

Um, I didn’t. It was just friends. 
I’m sure you know Pozole’s, the 
restaurant - I worked there for a 
little bit - 2337 Market Street, 
right in front of the Castro. I 
know many, many gay males, ei¬ 
ther gay or bi males, and I am not 
one of them. I have nothing 
wrong with it. I’m very open, but 


I’m very straight, too, which any 
of them can tell you. I went with 
my friends a lot of the times. Um, 
a lot of the workers of Pozole, the 
Pozole boys as they are known, 
would go to clubs on some nights, 
so I’d go with them. I’d go to have 
fun and to dance. 

You met him at Club Universe. 

How did you get to his house? 

I’ve never been to his house. I have 
no clue where he lived. We just 
knew each other. We talked. I 
think he wanted it to be more than 
it was. Just friends, you know, just 
like guy friends. But I think he 
wanted it to be more than it was. I 
think he went around telling peo¬ 
ple it was more than it was. Which 
it was not. I’m not sure exactly 
what he told people. 

One article mentioned that he told 
people you were his lover. 

Yeah. I don’t know why. Maybe 
because of the fact that I was, um, 
I don’t know. I don’t know why. 

What happened? One of the arti¬ 
cles mentioned that you have con¬ 
fessed to killing him, but that it 
was in self-defense. 

It was in self-defense. I knew him 
as a drug dealer. Basically, it’s like 
it said in the B.A.R. That was an 
accurate article. I liked that, except 
about the fact of my sexuality. 

Well, what happened exactly? 

I don’t really want to say anything, 
because things get changed 
around over and over and over, 
and the less I talk about what hap¬ 
pened ... basically I woke up from 
being passed out because of 
drugs, and he was sexually as¬ 
saulting me. I was not at all in the 
right state of mind, and I did what 
I had to do to defend myself. 

You felt your life was threatened 
by what he was doing? 

Yeah, I did. You never know what’s 
going to happen in any circum¬ 


stance. I woke up, and I saw what 
was happening. 

You are saying that it was influ¬ 
enced by drugs? 

Well, yeah. Considering I was on 
several drugs at the time, and all 
the drugs had come from him to 
begin with. Cocaine, crystal, crank 
—- those were the drugs that came 
from him. I’d also been drinking 
and smoking marijuana before he 
came over to the house. 

Do you think that the drugs prob¬ 
ably affected your thinking and 
your memory? 

Oh, yeah. Oh, yeah. I’d never even 
done the drugs he brought over, 
and that night I did a lot of them 


for the first time. 

What goes through your mind after 
something like this? After you 
killed him? You say you killed him 
in self-defense? What next? What 
were you thinking next? What were 
you thinking after that? 

I didn’t feel I had to kill him in 
self-defense I just felt I had to get 
him off of me and away from me. 
I didn’t mean for it to happen. I 
don’t think anybody should ever 
mean for such a thing to happen 
to somebody else. Taking some¬ 
one’s life is the worst thing you 
can do to anybody. 

So: you were trying to get him 
away from you and you just - 
what happened? 

Um. I’d rather not think about it. 
I don’t want to talk about how the 
thing happened. 

What about what happened after¬ 
wards, in terms of you first being 
arrested by the police? How did 
all that come about? When did 
you first realize the police were 
onto you? 

How did it all come about? I -1 - 
um - basically, I was flipping out, 
and I couldn’t believe what hap¬ 
pened, afterwards. I just didn’t 
know how to deal with anything. I 
didn’t know what I wanted to do 
and where I wanted to go, how to 
deal with it. Turn myself in, run, 
do what. I didn’t know what I 
wanted to do. 

What did you wind up doing? 

Exactly. What do you do? What 
does one do? 

I take it you decided that you 
needed to dispose of his body? 

I mean, I’m into a huge problem. 
I’m 17-years-old, and I’m on a lot 
of drugs. You see a person in front 
of you that’s not alive anymore, 
and you are going berserk in your 
mind. What do you do? Do you 
call the cops? I wasn’t thinking

IP he Presidential Advisory 
Council on HIV/AIDS in its 
m “Second Progress Report” 
was blunt: “Progress in the feder¬ 
al response to AIDS has stalled in 
recent months, contributing to a 
sense of diminished priority for 
AIDS issues during the President’s 
second term.” 

Councilmembers hammered 
out final language at their meet¬ 
ing in Washington, DC, Decem¬ 
ber 4-7. The report praised Presi¬ 
dent Clinton for the steps he has 
taken, but noted that “most of the 
important strides occurred dur¬ 
ing the President’s first term.” It 
singled out lack of leadership on 
ADAP funding, Medicaid expan¬ 
sion, needle exchange programs, 
and other prevention activities. 

While the report was critical, 
its language was more restrained 
than the first one, which was is¬ 
sued in July 1996. Perhaps it was 
an indication of the group being 
reined in by the administration. 

Chairman R. Scott Hitt, MD, 
opened the meeting by reminding 
members that their role is solely 
advisory. More ominously, he said 
that Council Executive Director 
Daniel Montoya “can terminate a 
public meeting if he feels it is in 
the best interest of the govern¬ 
ment to do so.” That brought ner¬ 
vous laugher from the members.

A first draft of the report had 
been circulated among a limited 
number of AIDS organizations 
and within the administration for 
comments. Many of the latter ob¬ 
jected to its sharp language. Ten 
drafts later the final report issued 
by the council had been shorn of 
its edges, turned into a document 
produced by committee. 

Needle exchange 

The council noted that at least 
half of new HIV infections can be 
traced to injection drug use. It re¬ 
newed earlier calls for the admin¬ 
istration to lift the ban on federal 
funding of needle exchange pro¬ 
grams. It chastised them for mak¬ 
ing “little effort to educate Con¬ 
gress and the American public” 
about those programs “or to build 
political support” for the change. 

In a separate letter to the pres¬ 
ident, the council urged him to lift 
the ban before Congress comes 
back into session on January 27. 
The department of Health and 
Human Services should immedi¬ 
ately begin work on “guidelines 
for needle exchange programs, as 
part of a continuum of an HIV 
prevention program. ... The de¬ 
bate at this time should no longer 
be if, but how needle exchange 
programs should be established.” 

Talk of resignation over this 
issue was more restrained than at 
previous meetings. Many of the 
members have long decided that 
resignation is not in their plans, 
while others clutched at the dead¬ 
line as a reason to postpone a de¬ 
cision. The question is likely to 
arise again at their March meet¬ 
ing, if only because of public pres¬ 
sure from AIDS activists. 

Names reporting 

The council’s bitterest debate 
came over names reporting of 
people who test positive for HIV. 
No one advocated such programs, 
which are now in effect in 30 
states, but the prevention com¬ 
mittee put forward a detailed rec¬ 
ommendation that did not fore¬ 
close such an option. 

It tried to shift the framework 
of debate away from a debate be¬ 


tween simple names reporting of 
unique identifiers. It sought a 
broader discussion of what we re¬ 
ally need in a surveillance system 
that will make it a useful tool for 
effectively shaping prevention ef¬ 
forts and planning for delivery of 
care. 

“We concluded that data 
should drive a decision” on names 
reporting, said committee co- 
chair Mike Isbell, former policy 
director of GMHC. He compared 
it to what the community has 
asked of needle exchange pro¬ 
grams, where research over¬ 
whelmingly supports implement¬ 
ing such programs. 

But there is little research on 
the impact of names reporting or 
alternative surveillance on either 
the quality of data obtained or its 
effect on driving people away 
from getting tested. The commit¬ 
tee strongly recommended that 
the Centers for Disease Control 
(CDC) make no changes in sur¬ 
veillance until they assess and re¬ 
port back on the impact of vari¬ 
ous options, including names re¬ 
porting. 

Tom Henderson, a PWA from 
Texas, put forward an amend¬ 
ment to have the council go on 
record as opposing names report¬ 
ing. He noted the efforts in Con¬ 
gress which are driving the politi¬ 
cal debate on this question. 

Debra Fraser-Howze argued 
that “we lose our credibility if we 
say one thing on needle exchange 
and another on surveillance.” She 
wanted to “look at all of the pos¬ 
sibilities ... and let evidence drive 
this.” 

Terje Anderson said, “Most 
people with HIV in this country 
are going to end up on a govern¬ 
ment benefit program at one 
point or another,” so those names 
will be reported anyway. “You will 
end up with the only people being 
reported are privileged people 
who don’t need government pro¬ 
grams, in a few states” where they 
have political clout. 

After strong debate and some 
modifications of language, the

The administration 
waivers on Medicaid

f hite House drops plans 
for Medicaid to cover 
cost of AIDS drugs,” read 
the New York Times headline on 
Saturday, December 6. The deci¬ 
sion, long talked of privately, was 
now public. While the Clinton ad¬ 
ministration insisted that did not 
mean it had given up on efforts to 
expand access to therapy for low- 
income people, it offered no other 
options that they were exploring. 

AIDS advocates have long 
sought to extend access to care for 
PWAs through an expansion of 
Medicaid under the waiver 
process. Their aim is to imple¬ 
ment federal treatment guidelines 
for HIV. They thought they had 
won the political game in April, 
when Vice President A1 Gore 
made a commitment to a fast 
track exploration and decision. 
But the idea now seems dead, and 
advocates are fighting mightily to 
keep it from being completely 
buried. 

“Right now, only by will of the 
Vice President saying politically 
that he has put his butt on the line 
that he wants to have this happen, 
is it happening,” said Clinton ad¬ 
ministration official Bob Hattoy, 
a member of the Presidential Ad¬ 
visory Council on HIV/AIDS. 

One anonymous administra¬ 
tion official told the Times that 
they feared pressure from other 
disease groups to include them in 
any expansion of Medicaid. The 
White House didn’t want to offer 
those with HIV special treatment 
or appear unfair. 

Todd Summers, deputy to 
Sandra Thurman in the Office of 
National AIDS Policy (ONAP), 
said the Department of Health 
and Human Services (HHS) op¬ 
posed creating a pilot program in 
Medicaid. HHS had serious ethi¬ 
cal questions “around creating a 
small group of people that would 
be allowed access to drug treat¬ 
ments” while others were not. Left 
unexplained was how this differed 
from the status quo. 

'Revenue-neutrality’ 

The principal sticking point 
for the administration is “rev¬ 
enue-neutrality” — in other 
words, it might cost money. Al¬ 
though number-crunchers inves¬ 
tigated the theory that over a five- 
year period the reduced costs for 
hospitalization would offset in¬ 
creased costs of early intervention 
with drug therapy, HHS’s Victor 
Zonona said, “We kept running it 
with different assumptions, but 
we weren’t able to make it come 
oul” 

The previous day, the services

committee of the President’s 
Council closely questioned work¬ 
ing level administration officials 
on the issue. 

Tom Henderson asked if in 
computing revenue-neutrality 
they could consider items outside 
of Medicaid. “We have not so far,” 
said Kathleen King with the 
Health Care Finance Administra¬ 
tion. That policy was formulated 
under the Bush administration 
and continued by Clinton, but is 
not law. 

HHS official Gary Claxton said 
that they “preliminarily included 
Medicare, SSI, and SSDI in calcu¬ 
lations, but found it was a fairly 
limited additional savings,” pri¬ 
marily because their time frame 
was five years. Most costs during 
that period are Medicaid, while 
offsetting expense accrued over a 
longer time. They did not take 
into account savings from pre¬ 
venting new infections or added 
tax revenue from keeping people 
healthy and employed. 

Claxton said that on a nation¬ 
al basis they don’t believe Medic¬ 
aid expansion would be revenue- 
neutral. But he left the door open 
to states to submit proposals that 
could create savings in other parts 
of their state Medicaid programs 
and move those savings into in¬ 
creased services for people with 
HIV. Thus he shifted the political, 
and likely the financial, burden 
from the federal government to 
the states. 

“I hear you saying that you 
continue to look at this, but in the 
next breath you say, you can’t get 
there from here,” said Henderson. 
“You’ve got to step outside of 
what has traditionally been con-

tions regarding the use of a na¬ 
tional HIV names reporting sur¬ 
veillance system.” 

Wrap up 

“You’ve got to keep up the 
pressure” on needle exchange and 
Medicaid waivers, said chairman 
Hitt in his closing remarks. “We 
are on the verge of losing both of 
these issues. And you all know 
that. Without a substantive 
amount of pressure, both of these 
issues are going to come out the 


wrong way. 

AIDS activist critics of. the 
council are many. One pointed to 
the comic strip Dilbert which ap¬ 
peared that Sunday. In it, the 
character Wally states, “It all start¬ 
ed when I realized I have no im¬ 
pact. ... So I learned to take pride 
in my process instead of my re¬ 
sults. Everything I do is still point¬ 
less, but I’m very proud of the way 
I do it.” ▼

sidered with revenue-neutrality.” 
Councilmember Nicholas Boll- 
man added, “False hope is just as 
bad as if you were not working on 
it at all.” 

Christine Lubinski, lobbyist 
for the AIDS Action Council, 
lashed out at the Clinton admin¬ 
istration. She said that Maine, 
Massachusetts, and Florida are ac¬ 
tively preparing waiver applica¬ 
tions “in the absence of any lead¬ 
ership from the federal govern¬ 
ment, including even a letter sug¬ 
gesting this might be an interest¬ 
ing idea. It is not something states 
are going to dream up without 
feeling that there is some support 
from the Feds.” She has been ask¬ 
ing for a Federal letter for eight 
months, “and that hasn’t hap¬ 
pened.” 

“This is an HHS issue of 
thinking outside the box,” she 
said. “Budget neutrality is not 
statutory. If this administration 
decides it is in the national inter¬ 
est to expand access to care to 
keep people with HIV alive, they 
need to demonstrate the political 
will to do so. Because that is what 
this is about.” 

Councilmember Rabbi Joseph 
Edelheit concluded, “As long as 
budget neutrality remains the 
fundamental template, this will 
always be some strange cat-and- 
mouse thing that has nothing to 
do with access to people with 
HIV/AIDS.” T

They’re in the money 

Charitable grants fund AIDS groups

p he depleted coffers of more 
than a score of locally-based 
H AIDS and lesbian and gay 
community service groups have 
been replenished with some 
much-needed cash thanks to the 
fundraising efforts of Macy’s 
West, the Red Hot Organization, 
Castro Street Fair, and the High¬ 
brow Society. 

In commemoration of World 
AIDS Day, Macy’s West distrib¬ 
uted $150,000 in funds to 14 local 
organizations dedicated to 
HIV/AIDS treatment and care. 
The funds are part of a $400,000 
distribution of grants to 44 
groups in the six-state Macy’s 
West region. 

The grants are from the 1997 
Macy’s Passport Fund, according 
to Macy’s West spokeswoman 
Merle Goldstone, and are en¬ 
dowed by the popular annual 
Passport fall fashion show AIDS 
fundraisers held in San Francisco 
and Los Angeles. 

This year’s Passport event, co¬ 
chaired by Elizabeth Taylor and 
Earvin “Magic” Johnson, raised a 
record-breaking $2 million, Gold- 
stone said. 

Proposals for funding were 
submitted by 80 groups, and the 
grantees were selected after review 


of the applications by a “diverse 
committee” of HIV/AIDS service 
leaders and corporate and foun¬ 
dation grantmakers. 

Groups receiving grants in¬ 
cluded AIDS Benefits Counselors, 
which received $10,000, and ACT 
UP Golden Gate, which received 
$7,500 for AIDS treatment advo¬ 
cacy. The Glide-Goodlett Founda¬ 
tion received $12,500 to develop 


HIV-related harm reduction ma¬ 
terials used by street-based out¬ 
reach workers who live in the 
communities they serve. 

AIDS Project of the East Bay 
received a $10,000 grant to sup¬ 
port its Community Resource 
Client Activity Program, which 
provides volunteer support ser¬ 
vices to people living with HIV, 
page 27 ►

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Mad doctors and media

§| re they angry, or crazy? In 
August IAPAC, the Interna¬ 
il ^ tional Association of Physi¬ 
cians for AIDS Care, issued a call 
for doctors and healthcare profes¬ 
sionals who would be willing to 
volunteer for a safety trial in hu¬ 
mans of a live but genetically 
weakened strain of the AIDS virus 
to be used as a live attenuated vac¬ 
cine. By October, they claimed 50 
doctors, nurses, and healthcare 
workers had signed up, and that 
theyjiad scheduled a meeting 
with NIH to discuss their plans. 

With echoes of the under¬ 
ground Compound Q 
trials years ago, na¬ 
tional media picked 
up this story and ran 
with it. It was covered 
widely, largely by televi¬ 
sion, so it was hard to get 
the whole story from the 
sound bites and the 
few individuals iden¬ 
tified as volunteers. 

In theory, this i« a 
reasonable approach. Attenuated 
Simian Immune Deficiency Virus 
(SIV) has been, by far, the most 
effective approach in monkey ex¬ 
periments in protecting against 
challenge with disease-causing 
SIV. Most viral vaccines in use in 
humans are live attenuated 
strains of the virus lacking the 
potential to make the individual 
sick, and in general, live attenuat¬ 
ed strains induce the strongest, 
longest-lasting immunity, since 
they replicate in the vaccinated 
person. The virus can be attenu¬ 
ated as much as desired by genet¬ 
ically engineering mutations, par¬ 
ticularly in the nef gene of the 
virus, which has been shown to 
be missing in some long term 
non-progressors. Three to five 
genes can be deleted to weaken 
the virus, but each deletion weak¬ 
ens the immune response as well. 

This approach has never been 
tested in humans, because many 
researchers believe it would be too 
risky and that we should try safer 
approaches first. In fact, vaccine 
design and testing for humans has 
proceeded from the safest ap¬ 
proaches, which are genetically 
engineered segments of HIV that 
carry no risk of infection. About a 
dozen such designs have been test¬ 
ed, and the most promising are 
moving ahead in human trials. 

There are three major safety 
concerns with attenuated HIV. 
First is that volunteers may even¬ 
tually get sick from the attenuated 
HIV. The weakened virus would 
live indefinitely in the individual, 
under the control of his or her 
immune system. For any number 
of reasons, including aging, the 
virus might cause AIDS many 
years down the line. No safely trial 
could be long enough to disprove 
this speculation. IAPAC says we 
should start now and see. But a 
few protected monkeys have re¬ 
cently begun to show signs of ill¬ 
ness after several years, and ani¬ 
mals are not always kept alive long 
enough to follow them for the rest 
of their natural lives. 

Secondly, the mutated virus 
might mutate again, to compen¬ 
sate for the engineered mutations, 
and become more virulent. Such 
compensatory mutations appear 
to be the cause for at least some of 
the illness in monkeys. Propo¬ 
nents argue, however, that delet¬ 
ing enough genes can eliminate 
this risk. 

Finally, and much more spec¬ 
ulative, is the possibility that the 



attenuated HIV, which integrates 
in the vaccinees’ DNA, may trig¬ 
ger a cancer by inserting muta¬ 
tions into other important genes. 
Again, it would be hard to dis¬ 
prove this in just a few years in 
humans, which is one standard 
for treatments given to people al¬ 
ready sick. Often such problems 
are very rare and only surface 
after many hundreds or thou¬ 
sands of people have used a ther¬ 
apy or vaccine for a long time. 

Vax facts 

At the National Vaccine Advo¬ 
cates Forum in San Diego last 
month, we discovered that some¬ 
how the message had come across 
that these doctors had already 
taken the vaccine. People as¬ 
sumed that these “brave 

^m heroes” were risking 

- their lives to move 

things forward faster, 
and that there was a 
need for such altruistic 
guinea pigs. Here’s the 
true status of the 
story: 

• There is no vac¬ 
cine to test yet. The 
small company that has the rights 
to make genetically engineered at¬ 
tenuated HIV (Therion Biologies) 
is not doing so yet, and has no in¬ 
tention of taking the risk of 
putting such a virus into humans 
at this time, even with willing vol¬ 
unteers. 

A few groups have suggested 
using naturally attenuated HIV 
from long-term non-progressors, 
but even the one virus, from Aus¬ 
tralia, which was transfused into 
several others who haven’t pro¬ 
gressed has had one case where an 
individual died with some im¬ 
mune problems (systemic lupus 
with low CD4 and PCP). A group 
in Cleveland is inserting what is 
known as a suicide gene into the 
attenuated virus so it can be killed 
if problems arise. 

• There is no trial design yet. It 
would take considerable work to 
design a meaningful human trial 
that would add to our knowledge 
about the safety and efficacy of 
this approach in a timely way. 

• The Food and Drug Admin¬ 
istration may not approve such 
human trials. An underground 
trial has been proposed, but 
would certainly be harder to en¬ 
roll, conduct, and monitor. 

• Animal testing is proceeding 
more rapidly. This approach is 
not totally stalled. Recently, the 
International AIDS Vaccine Ini¬ 
tiative and NIH have sponsored 
larger, more comprehensive ani¬ 
mal trials to study safety that 
probably should be concluded be¬ 
fore human trials are considered.' 

• If they work, safer approach¬ 
es would be more practical under 
many circumstances. In their 
favor for ultimate implementa¬ 
tion, attenuated vaccines are pow¬ 
erful and long lasting because 
they stay in the body, and relative¬ 
ly inexpensive to make. But be¬ 
cause of the safety issues, they 
may only be justified in the high¬ 
est risk populations. These occur 
in the developing world, where it 
is often hard to screen against 
other immune problems that may 
make the vaccine unsafe. At least 
for general use, a safer vaccine 
would be much more justifiable 
for mass immunization, especial¬ 
ly in developed countries. 

In its meeting with NIH in 
September, IAPAC agreed to de¬ 
fine a critical path toward human 
trials. This would include: getting 
a product, designing a trial, draft¬ 
ing an informed consent docu¬ 
ment and process, designing larg¬ 


er-scale, longer-term monkey and 
chimp studies that would more 
clearly define some of the risks, 
and considering the impact of 
other, concurrent infections that 
may be common in HIV-suscep¬ 
tible populations. 

Deleted, but deadly? 

Many prominent scientists and 
groups have spoken against the 
IAPAC initiative, or have stated 
reservations about it. Dr. Anthony 
Fauci from NIAID thinks a small 
safety trial won’t give the answers 
we need. Dr. Art Ammann from 
AmFAR thinks the dangers of this 
approach may scare people away 
from the safe approaches that 
need volunteers and need to move 
ahead quickly. Even some of the 
original volunteers who signed up 
through the IAPAC website have 
had second thoughts. 

Dr. Ruth Ruprecht of the 
Dana-Farber Institute has been 
very outspoken about the risks. 
She told New Scientist, “Our re¬ 
sults [in monkeys] are rather 
shocking. The deleted version of 
the virus can still cause AIDS.” 

In November, the IAPAC doc¬ 
tors announced that they would 
have a proposal next month to 
present to FDA, that the number 
of volunteers is up to 300, and 
that they hope to have a human 
trial underway in 6 months to a 
year. The latest IAVI Report esti¬ 
mates more conservatively that “it 
could be two years before a prod¬ 
uct is even ready for testing,” 
while the Australian group said 
studies could begin within 18 
months. We’ll see. ▼

J ake Seinfeld, trainer to the 
stars, recently made an ap¬ 
pearance on, of all channels, 
The 400 Club. The large, hair-im¬ 
planted lug who was once moder¬ 
ately famous as one of the first 
“personal trainers” to the stars has 
now sunk to being only Jerry Se¬ 
infeld’s brother. Whereas his 
younger sibling goes on television 
for a million bucks an episode, 
Jake apparently has plenty of time 
to shuffle through the seamy un¬ 
derbelly of televangelical broad¬ 
casting and chum it up with none 
other than Pat Robertson, the 
squinty-eyed antichrist himself. 

Robertson - who, of anyone, is

sidering the talent pool. 

But the real secret of working 
out is sadly and boringly and 
painfully true.

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Batt goes to bat for Castro 
and Upper Market merchants

he newly-elected president 
of the 160 businesses that 
make up the Merchants of 
Upper Market and Castro says 
business involvement is an essen¬ 
tial ingredient in the life and 
health of a community, and that 
he will be a proactive and vocal 
leader during his tenure with the 
group. 

Patrick Batt, the owner of Mer¬ 
cury Mail Order and Auto Erotica, 
told the Bay Area Reporter that his 
Thursday, December 4 election to 
the post means that the member¬ 
ship group will take increasingly 
visible positions on issues con¬ 
cerning merchants, and neighbor¬ 
hood quality of life issues ranging 
from the need for increased city 
services to panhandling. 

“Panhandling - as opposed to 
homelessness,” Batt said. “There’s 
a difference. The neighborhood is 
being overrun by panhandlers 
who make big bucks in the Cas¬ 
tro.” 

Another issue of concern to 
Batt, a 17-year San Francisco res¬ 
ident, is whether merchants and 
residents who pay sales and busi¬ 
ness taxes are getting the best 
bang from local government for 
their hard-earned bucks. 

“One of the first things I’m 
going to do is contact the State 
Franchise Tax board,” Batt said. “I 


believe we raise a lot of sales tax 
for the City and County of San 
Francisco, and I want to get funds 
to the Castro for services.” 

Batt said that demographic 
and financial information about 
the annual amount of sales and 
other taxes generated in the 
neighborhood should be available 
- by zip code - and he wants to 
use the figures to convince local 
elected officials that it’s in the 


city’s interests to provide services 
to the area. 

“The Castro’s getting a little 
seedy, and I’m worried that it’s 
going the way Polk Street did sev¬ 
eral years back. The street should 
be steam-cleaned, and we could 
use a second police officer,” he said. 

Another item in the forefront 
of Batt’s agenda is that groups 
who use the neighborhood - for 
film festivals, street fairs, and sim¬ 
ilar events - should give, funds 
back to the neighborhood. 

“I believe they have a social 
obligation to add to the commu¬ 
nity when they take something 


away,” he said. 

Batt noted that “after yapping 
at the Castro Street Fair for two 
years,” the fair group recently dis¬ 
tributed more than $23,000 in 
funds to local nonprofit efforts to 
serve community residents - and 
also spruced up the neighbor¬ 
hood. 

Batt, whose popular mail order 
business has been a Castro area 
fixture for ten years, recently 


opened Auto-Erotica, across the 
way from his 18th Street shop. 

Neon dick, yes; 
dick flyers, no 

The onetime manager of 
South of Market’s SF Eagle bar 
and office manager for Drummer 
magazine, Batt is intimately fa¬ 
miliar with business in general 
and gay business in particular - 
and his take on the recent “penis 
flap” in the Castro over sexually 
explicit flyers and window adver¬ 
tising might surprise some. 

“I think it was really blown out 
of proportion. I have a neon dick 


in the window of my store, but 
they were passing out the fliers for 
the Sex Ball with the guy’s legs 
spread, showing a big dick. What 
did that have to do with a dance?” 

He is pleased that the gift shop 
Does Your Father Know? posted 
over the sexually explicit display in 
its window for a brief period - as 
had been requested by the princi¬ 
pal of the Harvey Milk Civil Rights 
Academy elementary school. 


“It kind of fizzled. All they 
wanted was to be able to have the 
kids walk through the Castro to 
celebrate Halloween for an hour. 
I didn’t understand what the diffi¬ 
culty was,” he said. 

Batt said that another goal he 
has is to dramatically increase the 
number of businesses which be¬ 
long to the merchant group - and 
that tourism is a big boost to the 
area merchants - but there are is¬ 
sues about the direction of the 
business interests. 

While he acknowledges there is 
some concern about the gentrifi- 
cation of the Castro, he thinks

that the neighborhood will con¬ 
tinue to retain its historic gay 
identity - and that while the pro¬ 
liferation of chain stores are a 
city-wide issue, the small business 
climate in the Castro is “strong 
and vital.” 

“With the F-Line being ex¬ 
tended to Pier 39, the Castro will 
continue to become a destination 
point. Do we turn it into a little 
Disneyland, or do we keep our in¬ 
dividuality?” 

And whether or not it matters 
if a Castro business is gay-owned, 
Batt said that if merchants offer 
excellent quality merchandise at a 
good value, cost-conscious con¬ 
sumers will spend money regard¬ 
less of their sexual orientation. 

And merchants, whether they 
are small or not, will be asked to 
take a strong and active role in the 
life of the neighborhood and the 
Castro community during Batt’s 
tenure with Merchants of Upper 
Market and Castro, he said. ▼ 


While Patrick Batt acknowledges there is some 
concern about the gentrification of the Castro, 
he thinks that the neighborhood will continue 
to retain its historic gay identity. 


AEF funds 
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overhead.” 

Throughout its existence, AEF 
has enjoyed a reputation for being 
one of the leanest, most efficient 
and cost-effective AIDS service or¬ 
ganizations anywhere. It has man¬ 
aged to ensure that 90 cents of 
every dollar it raises goes directly 
to client services. In fact, according 
to Fry, last year that ratio turned 
out to be 93 cents per dollar, while 
so far this year it is 92 cents. 

“The fund prides itself on its 
commitment to striving for a low 
overhead,” said outgoing AEF 
board member and immediate 
past president Leslie Ewing. “Hav¬ 
ing a working board and an effec¬ 
tive office staff of three, we have 
sustained our overhead at around 
ten percent.” 

Smaller grants or area? 

The question Ewing, current 
AEF President Ken Turner, and 
others AEF board members put to 
the audience was how to raise ad¬ 
ditional revenues without com¬ 
promising AEF’s 90/10 grants-to- 
overhead ratio. 

Loren Berthelsen, AEF’s vice 
president, laid out a number of 
possible proposals for bringing in 
new revenues. Among the ideas he 
invited public feedback on was the 
possibility of adjusting grants 
each year to reflect available rev¬ 
enues. Yet already AEF has re¬ 
duced its grant level from $500 to 
$400 this year, he reiterated, and 
“we don’t feel reducing it further 
is a viable thing to do, because it 
starts getting to the point where 
the money isn’t going to make a 
substantial difference for some¬ 
one to meet their emergency re¬ 
quirements.” 

Another idea would be to rein¬ 
state the AEF former policy of 
limiting clients’ eligibility to two 


years. “We don’t want to do that,” 
said Berthelsen. “Obviously, our 
clients need us for a longer period 
of time.” 

The AEF could also limit grants 
to a smaller geographic area. To 
qualify for Ryan White CARE 
Council funds (which account for 
18 percent of the AEF’s income), 
the AEF is required to serve only 
San Francisco, Marin, Alameda 
and San Mateo counties. Theoret¬ 
ically, the AEF could cease making 
grants to clients in Sonoma, 
Solano, Santa Cruz, Santa Clara, 
Napa, and Contra Costa counties. 

The problem with that idea, 
said Berthelsen, is “a lot of people 
in [those] other counties are de¬ 
pending on our services.” 

The stickiest proposal present¬ 
ed to the audience was a revenue¬ 
enhancing (rather than cost-cut- 
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and opportunities for people with 
HIV to build job skills through 
volunteer work. 

Another East Bay agency re¬ 
ceiving assistance from the annu¬ 
al fundraiser was Women Orga¬ 
nized to Respond to Life Threat¬ 
ening Disease, which received a 
$15,000 grant to help support a 
peer advocate position to provide 
women with information and re¬ 
ferrals and support.. 

The Central YMCA received 
$5,000 to provide scholarships for 
gym memberships to low-income 
clients with HIV disease. Other 
groups receiving support includ¬ 
ed Home Care Companions, 
which received a $5,000 grant, 
Healing Alternatives Foundation, 
Larkin Street Youth Center, the 
National Task Force on AIDS Pre¬ 
vention, and the Black Coalition 
on AIDS, the Marin AIDS Project, 
the Monterey County AIDS Pro- 


ting) idea: to hire a full-time pro¬ 
fessional fundraiser for AEF. “But 
that impacts our 90/10 ratio in a 
big way immediately,” said 
Berthelsen. “So that’s a very con¬ 
troversial topic to talk about.” 

Reaction to these and other 
ideas from the audience ranged 
widely, with people suggesting 
stepped-up efforts to secure cor¬ 
porate sponsorships; special 
fundraising previews of visiting 
Broadway musicals; and mega¬ 
events such as “walkathons”. 

Heated exchange 

The only heated exchange 
came when San Francisco’s cur¬ 
rent Leather Daddy, Philip Turner, 
objected to AEF’s apparent drift 
away from the City’s leather com¬ 
munity, especially in serving out¬ 
lying counties. The AEF was

Queens Collide 

On World AIDS Day in New 
York City, the eight-year-old Red 
Hot Organization announced it 
had awarded grant recipients 
more than .$450,000 in funds 
from the sale of previously re¬ 
leased Red Hot albums, including 
Red Hot+Dance and No Alterna¬ 
tive. 

San Francisco’s acclaimed Pro¬ 
ject Inform received assistance 
from the Red Hot Foundation to 
underwrite its women’s advocacy 
program and to help fund treat¬ 
ment education for HIV-positive 
women around the country. 

The group gave $100,000 to 
Nashville CARES to develop a 
model AIDS service program that 
collaborated with faith-based or¬ 
ganizations in rural communities 
which lack AIDS-related services. 

Other Red Hot grant recipients 
included the American Founda- 


founded by members of the 
leather community, he said, but 
now he felt it was slighting that 
group.

J t’s obvious that Paramount 
knew they had a camp classic on 
their hands with Mommie Dear¬ 
est from almost the moment the film 
was released.

As only a daughter 
could tell it,” the studio quickly 
changed its advertising strategy when 
it realized that it was the campy ele¬ 
ments of the film that were drawing 
the crowds.

Mommie Dearest ...The 
biggest mother of them all!” When 
the film’s producer Frank Yablans saw 
the new ads, he was upset enough to 
file a lawsuit against Paramount, and 
the sensationalistic advertisements 
were eventually pulled. 

It’s hard to understand why 
Yablans would object to Paramount’s 
attempts to capitalize on what was es¬ 
sentially the key to the film’s success. 
After all, Christina Crawford’s de¬ 
scription of the physical and emo¬ 
tional abuse meted out by her movie 
star mom Joan Crawford in Mommie 
Dearest , the 1978 memoir upon 
which the movie is based, is so horri¬ 
fying that it’s hard to imagine the 
movie working as anything but camp.

he was called a liar and an op- 
portunist for writing the semi- 
k J nal 1978 tell-all Mommie Dear- 
est, a book which detailed her 
traumatic childhood as the abused 
scion of movie legend Joan Crawford.

Dancing dungeon queen 

Speaking of Studio 54, George 
Plimpton’s new biography of 
dead megaqueen Truman 
Capote ( Truman Capote: In 
Which Various Friends, Enemies, 
Acquaintances, and Detractors Re¬ 
call His Turbulent Career, Double¬ 
day, $35) makes clear Capote’s 
fondness for the infamous club, - 
where he’d go almost nightly in 
the late ’70s to drink, dance, take 
all sorts of funny pills, and do un¬ 
mentionable things downstairs in 
the mysterious “VIP room.” 

Gossip queen Liz Smith is 
quoted at length in the tome 
about Tru’s behavior at the club:

'Gross Indecency: The Three Trials of Oscar Wilde'

i f reality is a collective hunch, 
|| then maybe history is little 

more than a collective mood. 
The steam has certainly gone out 
of Columbus Day, and George 
Washington’s name is being chis¬ 
eled from the fronts of public 
schools. For Oscar Wilde, history 
— thank God — has been equal¬ 
ly fickle. 

The sheer subjectivity of what 
we call history is one of the many 
fascinating components of Gross 
Indecency: The Three Trials of 
Oscar Wilde. Moises Kaufman, the 
playwright-director of the New 
York stage hit now at Theatre on 
the Square, invokes numerous 
sources and devices to depict the 
downfall of the 19th-century 
philosopher playwright, but there 
is no suggestion of a definitive 
portrait. Indeed, whenever one of 
the stone-faced narrator-judges 
holds up an open book indicating 
from where the words (and inter¬ 
pretation) of a particular scene 
derive, it is with an almost ac¬ 
cusatory thrust. I am showing you 
the words in black and white, he 
seems to be saying, but they could 
just as well be ants on a page. 

Providing the framework for 
Kaufman’s inventive investigation 
are the less slippery facts of the 
case, namely that Wilde, at the 
height of his fame, sued the father 
of his young lover for libel after 
being publicly accused of posing 


as a sodomite; and that while the 
defense tried to prove Wilde’s im¬ 
morality by quoting from his 
writings, the plaintiff doomed 
himself with a slip of his clever 
tongue. Wilde was then charged 
with gross indecency, which, two 
trials later, sealed his ruin. 

“A dose of wholesome bigotry 
is better than over toleration,” 
wrote a newspaper of the day, one 
of the more tempered of the glee¬ 
ful accounts of the guilty verdict 
that Kaufman includes in his 
powerful collage. Wilde’s plays 
were quickly withdrawn from the 
stage, contributing to his total fi¬ 
nancial collapse. But we also hear 
that within 20 years of his death, 
he was, after Shakespeare, the 
most produced English-language 
playwright in Britain. The law 
that sent Wilde to prison for two 
years, however, stayed on the 
books for another 50 years after 
the trials. 

The playwright puts into con¬ 
text for contemporary audiences 
just how alien the concept of 
defining self in terms of sexual 
orientation was at the time. Con¬ 
temporary \ftices are heard com¬ 
menting on this subject, but so 
too are George Bernard Shaw’s 
and even Queen Victoria’s. As 
much as we may wish Wilde had 
acknowledged the obvious, that 
he unashamedly preferred the 
company of men, it was not in the 
vocabulary of his times. Thanks to 
the trial, it became so, quietly be¬ 
ginning a revolution that is still 


being played out today. 

It is testimony to Kaufman’s 
talent that the numerous threads 
in the piece are so effectively and 


entertainingly woven together. 
The production’s sparseness be¬ 
comes an asset, through an imag¬ 
inative elaboration that draws the 


audience into the process. Kauf¬ 
man is also working with an ex¬ 
emplary cast drawn mainly from 
San Francisco, but highlighted by 
a fascinating performance from 
Michael Emerson, who has recre¬ 
ated his acclaimed portrait of 
Wilde from the New York pro¬ 
duction. 

The slightly built, wide-eyed 
Emerson does not attempt a full- 
out impersonation of the impos¬ 
ing Wilde as much as an ethereal 
impression of a man who has 
been plucked from his time and 
made to relive his trials. Even in 
the early scenes, when Wilde is 
still filled with confidence and 
witty retorts, Emerson conveys a 
foreboding in a performance of 
unpredictable nuances. His scenes 
after Wilde’s ruin possess a re¬ 
straint that actually magnifies the 
tragedy. 

Gross Indecency is a play about 
a century-old court case, but it is 
also a play about today. Art is still 
being put on trial, the press still 
glorifies and crucifies with aban¬ 
don, and while the love that dares 
not speak its name has found a 
voice, it would still be silenced by 
many in powerful positions. 
Oscar Wilde may be history, but 
his tragedy lingers. ▼

Play it again, Queen 

'Dirty Little Showtunes' returns to form

§ ou’re either a showtune per¬ 
son or you’re not. If you’re 
M not, then Dirty Little Show- 
tunes is going to leave you sitting 
on the outside of an inside joke. 
However, if you are in touch with 
your show queen, you’re going to 
be howling along with the rest of 
the audience as parodist/per¬ 
former Tom Orr and his talented 
cast of five drag their cleverly 
rewritten show through the gayest 
of all possible gutters. 

It’s a foolproof device that fil¬ 
ters every imaginable gay experi¬ 
ence through our shared musical 
comedy references, and to Orr’s 
credit, the show manages to illu¬ 
minate the truths as well as the 
ridiculousness behind gay stereo¬ 
types. Turning “The Telephone 
Hour” from Bye Bye, Birdie into 
an ode to phone sex presumably 
aims for the crotch, but it’s so 
witty your intelligence doesn’t 
have to go on hiatus while you 
revel in the potty humor; you get 
both. 

“At the Ballet,” from A Chorus 
Line, becomes “At the Bathhouse” 
and allows the actors to assume 
three-dimensional characters 
while singing a smutty joke. 

The cast doesn’t have a weak 
link, and each solo number seems 
tailor-made to its performer. 
Birdie-Bob Watt warbles like his 
namesake in “Somewhat OVER 


the Rainbow,” a plea not to reduce 
ourselves to merchandising sym¬ 
bols, rainbow mugs, pink trian¬ 
gles, beach towels, etc. Later, when 
he mugs and belts his way 
through a song about drag queen 
spunk, it seems wise that there’s 
no scenery — if there were, Watt 
would have to floss his teeth. 

Randy Wendelin scores big as 
a Hercules who’s all girleen, and 
David Bicha will test your thresh¬ 
old for pizazz. The cast is rounded 
out with sharp turns from Arturo 
Galster and Eric Brizee, with the 
ivories being ably tickled by 
Scrumbly Koldewyn. Then, of 
course, there’s Orr. Grinning 
sheepishly under his beard and 
harness, he’s both wicked and too 
cute. And not that we care, but he 
also has the Body of Death. 


This is Showtunes ’ third incar¬ 
nation in San Francisco, and pro¬ 
ductions of the show have been 
mounted in other cities, including 
Seattle and Chicago. Under the di¬ 
rection of Allen Sawyer and John 
F. Karr, there’s no flab in the 
evening. The show is offered with 
a plucky sincerity and obsessive 
thoroughness that is recognized as 
second nature to a true show 
queen. So, if you know the differ¬ 
ence between a soundtrack and a 
cast album, just indulge your 
inner-Dreamgirl and go. ▼

differently before her eyes and 
disappears into the night. Mi- 
zoguchi shoots this and other 
such sequences in a kind of dis¬ 
creet, distancing style, with most¬ 
ly long and medium shots and 
very few close-ups. This strategy 
builds to devastating emotional 
effect, with Oharu appearing 
most often in a posture of physi¬ 
cal or spiritual compromise — a 
small figure dwarfed by the sur¬ 
rounding landscape, her back to 
the camera or her face otherwise 
hidden, her body prone or pros¬ 
trate, as if brought low by the suf¬ 
focating grid of life. 

The Life of Oharu was not a 
commercial success in Japan at 
the time of its release. But world¬ 
wide audiences responded much 
more positively. Mizoguchi won 
the best director award at Venice, 
and the film is now rightly ranked 
as one of the cinema’s greatest 
achievements. T

he first time I went to see Mi- 
zoguchi’s The Life of Oharu, I 
asked a friend who was famil¬ 
iar with the film to come with me. 
Although a self-proclaimed “Mi¬ 
zoguchi freak,” he demurred, say¬ 
ing somewhat ominously, “Nobody 
suffers like Oharu!” After watching 
the film, I could see why he didn’t 
want to go. Oharu (1952) is a 
tragedy without peer; it’s 137 min¬ 
utes of almost unrelieved grimness, 
made unsettlingly real by the direc¬ 
tor’s ravishing pictorialism and 
above all by the performance of 
Kinuyo Tanaka as a woman who 
goes from being a respected mem¬ 
ber of the Imperial Japanese Court 
to a broken-down whore and beg¬ 
gar ravaged by disease. 

According to his longtime 
screenwriter Yoshikata Yoda, Mi¬ 
zoguchi made Oharu as a reaction 
to Kurosawa’s triumph with 
Rashomon at the Venice Film Fes¬ 
tival a year earlier. But the pro¬ 
duction must have been in¬ 
evitable given Mizoguchi’s fasci¬ 
nation with Japanese history, his 
near-obsession with the plight of 
women, and the neat dovetailing 
of these two elements in the pop¬ 
ular 17th-century novel on which 
the film is based. (In fact, the di¬ 
rector had the project in mind at 
least two years earlier, when he left 
Shochiku Studios after they re¬ 
fused to finance this project.) 

Told in the form of a flashback, 


the film opens with a burned-out 
Oharu, at age 50, in a Buddhist 
temple, where she imagines the 
face of her lover of years earlier, 
Katsunosuke (a fetching young 
Toshiro Mifune). Mizoguchi 
quickly plunges us into the heart 
of the drama; suddenly it’s 30 
years earlier, and a young, beauti¬ 
ful Oharu is being courted by a 
man she dismissively calls “a mere 
page” — Katsunosuke. Pledged to 
one of the lords, she nonetheless 
goes off with Katsunosuke when 
she realizes his love is sincere. The 
two are discovered and ruthlessly 
punished: he is beheaded, and she 
and her family are exiled. 

Oharu’s refusal to live outside 
her own moral code, her inability 
to compromise by following feu¬ 
dal customs that demand total 
submission from women, is her 
undoing from the start, and as she 
becomes more resolute in her be¬ 
liefs, her position in society de¬ 
clines. After attempting suicide, 
she is sold by her father to a pow¬ 
erful clan and bears their leader a 
son. The leader’s jealous wife has 
her exiled again. From there she 
becomes a courtesan, where her 
lack of enthusiasm for a client’s 
money triggers her dismissal. 
Then she’s adopted by a merchant 
and his family, but in spite of her 
kindness to them, she’s assaulted 
by both. Next, she marries a good 
man, a fan maker who is mur¬ 
dered shortly thereafter. Seeking 
refuge in a convent, she’s accosted 
by the merchant, forced into, sex,

then discovered and cast out. She 
winds up in one of the director’s 
most favored cinematic environ¬ 
ments: a whorehouse. 

Mizoguchi’s familiarity with 
such places through extensive per¬ 
sonal patronage is well known, 
and goes far in explaining his abil¬ 
ity to detail the lives of one of 
Japan’s most cast-off classes. It’s 
only from the other prostitutes 
that Oharu can gain some mea¬ 
sure of sympathy and understand¬ 
ing. Because they live outside the 
social strictures of feudalism, and 
lack any kind of material or per¬ 
sonal power, they can afford to be 
generous. But Oharu’s degrada-

tion continues when a trick hires 
the now-decrepit whore; he turns 
out to be a pilgrim who brings her 
to a group of acolytes for the pur¬ 
pose of ridicule and moral in¬ 
struction. He refers to her as “the 
witch” and points her out as the 
inevitable result of a life of sin. 

Oharu’s status as a helpless 
submissive to a malevolent world 
of men is everywhere evident in 
this film, but perhaps most subtly 
symbolized during an entertain¬ 
ment in which a small Oharu-like 
hand puppet is manipulated and 
made to “act” for the amusement 
of the audience. Still, Oharu tries 
to assert her humanity and digni¬ 
ty throughout. Especially power¬ 
ful in this regard is a sequence 
wherein she is allowed to view a 
young lord who, it turns out, is re¬ 
ally her son, the product of her 
assignation years earlier with a 
clan leader. She breaks away from 
the men who stand between her 
and her son, an action which 
causes them to briefly rear back in 
awe. “I gave him life!” she ex¬ 
claims. But her triumph is only 
temporary, as her son passes in-

The Crawford legend lives on

Daughters (1928), giving a perfor¬ 
mance that defined the American 
flapper. (F. Scott Fitzgerald called 
her the best example of flaming 
youth.) In this period and into the 
early ’30s, Crawford looked, in 
Pauline Kael’s memorable phrase, 
“sexed to the gills.” 

Talkies revealed a warm con¬ 
tralto voice, and she quickly be¬ 
came MGM’s biggest female 
box-office star, entering the top 
ten in 1930 and staying there 
through 1936. Crawford’s popu¬ 
larity was such that the studio 
rarely wasted good material on 
her. (Studio rivals Norma Shearer 
and Greta Garbo got better 
scripts.) 

At MGM, Crawford often 
played women of humble origins 
who eventually attained success, 
virtuously or not. One of her best 
efforts is Possessed (1931), playing 
mistress to Clark Gable’s rising 
politician. Her beauty is riveting 
and her acting effective. She was 
the very essence of sex appeal in 
Grand Hotel (1932), as the 
whore-stenographer, and she ac¬ 
tually stole the Film out from 
under Garbo and both Barry¬ 
mores. Her Sadie Thompson in 
Rain (1932) was a critical and 
box-office flop, although today 
her intensity in the film is mes¬ 
merizing. Dancing Lady (1933), a 
wildly successful musical with 
Gable and Astaire, restored her 
popularity. (Her dancing is 
clunky, in the style of Ruby Keel¬ 
er, but her untrained singing voice 
is warm.) 

By the end of the ’30s, howev¬ 
er, Crawford’s popularity had 
slipped, and she joined Mae West, 
Marlene Dietrich, Fred Astaire 
and Katharine Hepburn on the 
famous box-office poison list is¬ 
sued by exhibitors. Joan respond¬ 
ed by playing husband-stealing 
‘Crystal Allen in MGM’s The 
Women (1939), a standout perfor¬ 
mance against stiff competition 
(Shearer, Rosalind Russell and 
Mary Boland). She had only two 
more good movies at MGM, 
Strange Cargo (1940, her last with 
Gable) and George Cukor’s A 
Woman’s Face (1941), playing a 
badly scarred criminal redeemed 
by plastic surgery. In 1943, after 
18 years at MGM, studio mogul 
Louis B. Mayer decided she was 
through and fired her. 

She signed with Warner Bros., 
where Bette Davis reigned as 
queen of the lot, and waited. It 
took two years for her to find the 
right script, Mildred Pierce 
(1945). Davis, who had first re¬ 
fusal on all leading roles, passed, 
and the director, Michael Curtiz, 
wanted Stanwyck. Crawford 
agreed to a screen test, winning 
the part. The film, combining

he most striking fact about 
Joan Crawford’s film career 
was its durability. In a busi¬ 
ness where the odds against mak¬ 
ing it at all are high, the odds 
against surviving on top for 
decades are astronomical. Yet 
Crawford was in films for 45 
years, and a star for 42 of them. 
She worked in silents for Tod 
Browning opposite Lon Chaney 
(The Unknown) as early as 1927 
and starred in Steven Spielberg’s 
directorial debut on Rod Serling’s 
Night Gallery as late as 1969. Her 
collection of leading men is un¬ 
equaled, ranging from Ramon 
N<3varro and John Gilbert in the 
’20s to Gary Cooper, Clark Gable 
(eight times, and she was always 
top-billed), Fred Astaire (his first 
screen dance partner), John and 
Lionel Barrymore, William Pow¬ 
ell, Robert Taylor, James Stewart 
and Spencer Tracy in the ’30s, 
Henry Fonda, John Wayne and 
John Garfield in the ’40s, to Cliff 
Robertson and Jack Palance in 
the ’50s. 

Crawford’s durability is aston¬ 
ishing because neither contempo¬ 
rary critics nor film historians 
thought much of her talent. But 
the public — especially women 
— loved the glamorous image she 
created. Of all the great female 
stars, only Katharine Hepburn 
has had a longer career, but she 
has made far fewer films than 
Crawford and, after the early ’30s, 
has had little box-office clout. 
Barbara Stanwyck’s career began 
in 1927, but by the mid-60s had 
run its course. Bette Davis, who 
started in films in 1932 (when 
Crawford was third among 
box-office stars) continued work¬ 
ing into the 1980s, but generally 
in supporting parts in minor 
films or on television. 

Crawford started as an in¬ 
genue in silents in 1925. She be¬ 
came a star in Our Dancing

film noir mystery with soap 
opera, was a huge hit, and for it 
she won her only Oscar. She fol¬ 
lowed it up with one of her most 
assured and glamorous perfor¬ 
mances in Humoresque ( 1946) — 
her last film as an unarguable 
beauty — playing a wealthy so¬ 
cialite drawn to concert violinist 
John Garfield. She got another 
Oscar nomination for Possessed 
(1947), in which she played a 
woman driven to murder and in¬ 
sanity by a faithless lover. She 
gave one more fine performance 
at Warner’s, in 1950’s Harriet 
Craig , based on George Kelly’s 
“Craig’s Wife,” as a manipulative, 
house-proud bitch. 

In 1952, after a series of poor 
films, she left Warner Bros, and 
did a thriller at RKO, Sudden Fear , 
an effective example of Crawford 
going from victim to avenger. It 
proved a smash, garnering a third 
best actress nomination and 
putting her back on top. Colum¬ 
bia offered Crawford the lead in 
From Here To Eternity , but her in¬ 
sistence on more screen time and 
glamorous outfits resulted in 
Deborah Kerr getting the part. 
(Imagine Crawford rolling on the 
beach with Burt Lancaster — the 
Battle of the Shoulders!) MGM 
asked her back for the poor Torch 
Song (1953), in which she plays a 
Merman-like musical comedy 
star, and the following year she 
went to Republic for the Western 
camp classic, Johnny Guitar. (Her 
shootout with black-clad Mer¬ 
cedes McCambridge as repressed 
lesbian Emma Small must be seen 
to be believed.) 

She had one more good film in 
the ’50s, The Story of Esther Costel¬ 
lo (1957), a prescient look at 
mass-media evangelicals. In 1959, 
following the death of her fourth 
husband, Pepsi Cola CEO Alfred 
Steele, she took a cameo role as a 
tough editor in The Best of Every¬ 
thing, easily outshining the film’s 
nominal stars. She stayed off the 
screen for three years, but was the 
driving force behind Whatever 
Happened To Baby Jane? (1962), 
her legendary teaming with Bette 
Davis. The film was a major suc¬ 
cess, but Davis stole the notices 
and got the Oscar nomination. 
(Crawford’s contract, however, 
gave her a greater percentage of 
the movie’s gross receipts, and she 
pointed out that her character, 
Blanche Hudson, was the much 
bigger star of the two.) At the 
Oscar show she gleefully accepted 
for absent Best Actress winner 
Anne Bancroft; Time named 
Crawford “the triumph of the 
evening.” This success was her last, 
although she continued working 
until 1970, in increasingly bad 
films. The best of the bunch are 
The Caretakers (1963) and Berserk 
(1968), a low-camp murder melo¬ 
drama in which she plays a circus 
ringmaster. 

In the ’50s, gay men joined 
women in making up Crawford’s 
audience. Her gay-icon status, al¬ 
though never as high as Davis’, re¬ 
flects admiration for her tenacity 
as well as amusement at her oper¬ 
atic emoting. But Crawford’s 
place in the Hollywood Pantheon 
is unassailable, and her stunning, 
glamorous image is enshrined in 
the works of great portrait pho¬ 
tographers like George Hurrell 
and Clarence Bull. In discussing 
her famous ankle-strap shoes, 
Crawford once cracked,“...They 
held me up a goddamn long 
time.” She was right. ▼

braries. 

What have you added to the book? 

The later years of my adult rela¬ 
tionship with my mother are cov¬ 
ered more extensively. I think it 
makes the book a more complete 
experience, because you really do 
see the relationship from begin¬ 
ning to end. I think the reader is 
able to understand much better 
what the scope of the relationship 
was. I’ve also added a new preface 
that reflects some of the changes 
that have happened in my life in 
the past 20 years, as well as a new 
afterward on adoption reform. 

Did you ever consider writing this 
book about your mother when she 
was still alive? 

Well, actually, the book is about 
the relationship between the two 
of us. It’s not a biography, its an 
autobiography. It couldn’t have 
been written until the relationship 
was concluded, and there was no 
way of knowing when that would 
be. As long as people are alive, 
change is possible. 

You faced such controversy when 
the book was first published, in¬ 
cluding accusations that you lied. 
In the midst of all that, did you 
regret telling your story? 

No, never. I was surprised by 
some of the reactions, both the vi¬ 
ciousness of the negative reac¬ 
tions and the joyfulness of the 
positive reactions. I don’t think 
anyone, myself included, expect¬ 
ed the depth of the reaction to the 


book. I think that is part of what 
made the book a classic and why 
it changed so many lives. It stands 
quite separate from the film. I 
know the film is a classic, too, but 
of a different sort [laughs]. 

How do you think our society has 
changed in the way it deals with 
child abuse in the 20 years since 
your book came out? 

Certainly a tremendous number 
of organizations have sprung up 
all over the country. Some of the 
laws have been changed, state by 
state. I think that before 1978 only 
social workers, doctors, and hos¬ 
pitals dealt with the problem. A 
lot of people have gotten help, but 


the problem is so serious. And 
we’ve never addressed what the 
long-term effects of a violent 
childhood are. 

How has your own life changed in 
the two decades since the book 
was published? 

Oh, it’s radically different. I live on 
a farm. I run a bed and breakfast 
and a restaurant. I’ve chosen a 
very busy but very quiet and 
peaceful way of life. 

In retrospect, what would you do 
differently in bringing Mommie 
Dearest to the screen? 

I could answer everything, but that 


probably isn’t the answer you’re 
looking for. Well, first of all, the 
actress that was originally to play 
the lead was Anne Bancroft. If 
they had been able to give her a 
script that she could approve, that 
would have been the most extra¬ 
ordinary change. But they could¬ 
n’t come up with a decent script. 

How were the two scripts you 
wrote different from the script 
that was shot? 

They were much closer to the 
book, they were accurate, histori¬ 
cally correct, and they focused on 
the relationship between the two 
people, rather than on mother as 
a movie star. The book isn’t about 


a movie star. It’s about a relation¬ 
ship, a lifelong relationship. 

You've said that as a young ac¬ 
tress you were friends with Mom¬ 
mie Dearest's director, Frank 
Perry, and that you respected him 
as a filmmaker. How did he let 
things get so out of control? 

I wasn’t on the set, but my feeling 
is that all of them lost control. 
Cast and crew (laughs). Certainly 
Faye Dunaway lost control, but I 
think Frank Perry lost control of 
Ms. Dunaway. 

You've been quoted as saying that 
Dunaway was constantly rewriting 
the script as the film was shoot¬ 


ing. What kind of changes did she 
make? 

Again, I wasn’t on the set, but 
that’s what I understand from a 
number of people who were 
there. She would just rewrite the 
scenes in her dressing room and 
on camera. So it was impossible 
for anyone who played opposite 
her, because they didn’t know 
where the scenes were going. 


The film has become one of the 
all-time camp classics. How do 
you feel about that? 

Well, I think kind of an ironic 
thing has happened. Yes, the 
movie is a camp classic. Yes, it 
plays on television all the time. 
So, in some ways, for some audi¬ 
ences, the film is what has kept 
the story alive. I’m grateful for 
that. T

movie are so consistently awk¬ 
ward, unconvincing and over the 
top that they become perversely 
entertaining and riotously - if un¬ 
intentionally - funny. 

Like Christina Crawford’s 
book, the Frank Perry-directed 
film encompasses all 36 years of 
the relationship between mother 
and daughter, from Christina’s 
adoption to Joan’s death. But un¬ 
like the book, which gave equal 
time to both women, the movie is 
definitely a star vehicle for Faye 
Dunaway. With Dunaway’s Joan 
Crawford as the focus, Mommie 
Dearest becomes a standard 
movie star bio, albeit more lurid 
than most, chronicling Joan’s love 
and career woes almost as much 
as it does the trajectory of her re¬ 
lationship with Christina. 

The movie picks up with 
Crawford’s career at a low ebb. 
Declared box-office poison, she’s 
relegated to performing in duds 
like the Sonja Henie reject Ice Fol¬ 
lies of1939. To fill a void in her life 
and - as she admits to Christina 
late in the film - to garner some 
free publicity, Joan adopts a baby 
girl. If there were ever any kind of 
love or bonding between mother 
and daughter, we don’t see it in 
the film. The movie skips almost 
immediately from the adoption to 
scenes of a young Christina (Mara 
Hobel) being abused by Joan, 
most viciously in what were de¬ 
scribed in the book as “night 
raids.” 

The violence in these scenes 
comes out of nowhere. Joan is ob¬ 
viously unbalanced and an alco¬ 
holic, but we’re not given any hint 
of the underlying reasons for her 
rage. She just explodes - hacking 
off Christina’s hair, attacking her 7 
with wire hangers, and beating 
her with cans of bathroom 
cleanser. Coming without any real 
cause or warning, the violence in 
these scenes takes on the feel of 
Three Stooges-style slapstick as¬ 
saults. 

As the victim of all the brutal¬ 
ity, Hobel gives a solid perfor¬ 
mance, free of any junior-thespi- 
an bathos. She is, however, ham¬ 
pered by the series of cheap-look¬ 
ing, ill-fitting blonde wigs she 
wears. (The majority of the make¬ 
up budget obviously went for 
Dunaway’s Crawford drag.) As 
the older Christina, witty, subtle 
actress Diana Scarwid makes the 
most of her relatively small part. 
She does get one juicy exchange 
with Dunaway late in the film, in 
which she replies to Mama Joan’s 
question, “Why can’t you give me 
the respect I’m entitled to?,” by 
hissing, “Because I am not one of 
your fans.”

As good as Hobel and Scarwid 
are, the movie belongs to Dun¬ 
away’s flamboyant, fearless per¬ 
formance as Joan Crawford. Dun¬ 
away has always been drawn to 
playing colorful, real-life women, 
from Bonnie Parker and Maria 
Callas to Evita Peron and Aimee 
Semple McPherson. But she’s not 
a chameleon-like actress who can 
easily disappear into a character. 
The Faye Dunaway persona al¬ 
ways looms as large or larger than 
any famous figure she could take 
on. But in Mommie Dearest, Dun¬ 
away’s larger-than-life persona ac¬ 
tually works for her because, as 
actresses, she and Crawford were 
such kindred spirits. As critic 
Pauline Kael said of Dunaway’s 
performance, “She gets inside 
Joan Crawford in a way that only 
another torn, driven actress, 
could.” 

Dunaway also isn’t afraid to 
look ridiculous in her role, and I 
don’t just mean with the thick, 
lacquered eyebrows and line¬ 
backer shoulder pads. There are 
many instances where she goes to 
extremes in her characterization 
that no other actress would dare. 
Just one example is a close-up 
shot of her at the end of the noto¬ 
rious wire hanger-bathroom 
cleanser rampage, where Dun¬ 
away - covered in cold cream and 
Bon Ami - faces the camera with 
her eyes literally crossed in rage. 
It’s a moment that’s funny, scary 
and mesmerizing all at once. 

Mommie Dearest shouldn’t 
work as well as it does. It hits all 
the wrong notes; it’s funny when

it should be poignant and lurid 
when it wants to be dramatic: Per¬ 
haps Faye Dunaway described this 
glorious piece of trash best when, 
writing in her recent autobiogra¬ 
phy, she said, “Everything about 
this production was out of kilter, 
off-center... it was camp that had 
gone way over the edge.” Of 
course, Dufraway meant her com¬ 
ments disparagingly, but where 
camp cinema is concerned, one 
person’s put-down is another’s 
lofty praise. ▼

Blowing up 
the doll’s house 


Karen Finley exorcises domestic demons

iP here are two ways of looking 
|1 at Karen Finley’s new solo 
H performance piece, Ameri¬ 
can Chestnut. One is to bemoan 
the dress-rehearsalish disarray 
and cringe at the diva’s real-time 
flashes of bad temper. The other 
is to appreciate the vitality of a 
performer whose past-mastery of 
an art form has not reduced her to 
a heartless hack. And since 
Martha Stewart is the evening’s 
nominal nemesis, Finley’s poetic 
slovenliness is perhaps best read 
as an Ur-housewife’s refusal to 
“tidy up before company comes.” 

The Blonde Domestic Expert 
is mentioned only once by name, 
as having said, “What’s wrong 
with America is we don’t know 
how to stack wood.” (Imagine a 
slow sardonic reading.) But her 
spirit is several times evoked, 
most intriguingly through the use 
of a doll house. In a bravura bit of 
technologically-assisted tongue- 
in-cheek, Finley transmits live 
video close-ups of miniature 
rooms onto the rear wall of the 
stage, blowing them up into 
“make believe” decors she then 
endeavors to inhabit as a Living 
Doll. This is nouveau stage wiz¬ 
ardry at its cutting-edge best. 

Video is Chestnut's underbelly 
—- its second, spectacular, myste¬ 
rious self. Finley’s cameras per¬ 
form. Their output is structural, 
not illustrative. They’re with her 
up there, live and unpredictable 
— like a witch’s familiars. “I’m

going to get it right!” she yells, 
taking too long to adjust the focus 
on a model den. “Even if it ruins 
my performance!”— until it be¬ 
comes her performance. 

The camera even “addresses” 
the audience. We enter Artaud’s 
underheated bleachers to a view 


of ourselves, Oprah-style, project¬ 
ed bigger-than-life on the rear 
stage wall. Waiting for the show to 
start, many of us so magnified be¬ 
have just as we would in a “real” 
TV audience, moving and mug¬ 
ging and trying to get our hands

Workin’ girl 

Cindy Sherman's 1 Office Killer'

indy Sherman has earned a 

. .. unique reputation in the 

/ arts as the Princess of Gore. 
Her elaborately conceived pho¬ 
tographs of catastrophic dismem¬ 
berments and variously swollen 
and oozing proto-humanoids 
gaping at the camera have secured 
a place for her in the pantheon of 
terror. 

But there’s more to Sherman 
than body parts and spilling guts. 
A close look at the body of pho¬ 
tographs she has produced since 
her career took off in earnest in 
the late-’70s reveals a sensibility 
that is as witty and aloof as it is 
grotesque and theatrical. A self- 
portrait of Cindy as a resentful ex¬ 
ecutive in a black power-suit, 
complete with clenched fists and 
a face obscured by hyperactive 
hair, is as far from the photogra¬ 
pher’s slice-and-dice oeuvre as her 
subtly evocative Untitled #153 , 
which shows Sherman sprawled 
out on a bed of grass, presumably 
dead, her flushed and bruised face 
staring up at the sky with a be¬ 
mused expression commingled of 
grief and shock. 

Sherman’s latest work, a fea¬ 
ture film entitled Office Killer, 
finds the artist tapping all of her 
many moods and temperaments, 
and the results are as astonishing 
as they are occasionally disorient¬ 
ing. 

At the center of Office Killer is 
a mousy, introverted copy editor 
named Dorine Douglas (Carol 
Kane), who toils for an industry 
rag called Constant Consumer. 
Though Dorine is rapidly ap¬ 
proaching middle age, she still 
lives at home with her neurotic, 
crippled mother, with whom she 
has developed an oppressively de¬ 
pendent relationship. Dorine 
loves her job because it gets her 
out of the house and away from 
mother. But when Dorine learns 
that the editor-in-chief of Con¬ 
stant Consumer, Virginia (Barbara 
Sukowa), a chain-smoking harri¬ 
dan with bad hair and too many 
jangling bracelets, has decided to 
downsize the operation, Dorine, 
fearing she will lose the only con¬ 
nection she has with the outside 
world, begins killing her col¬ 
leagues and dragging the bodies 
home to her basement, where she 
props them up on the sofa and 
proceeds to take out her pent-up 
aggressions on their decomposing 
corpses.

Dorine’s victims include an 
overbearing Constant Consumer 
writer, a mailboy, Virginia, and 
two charming girl scouts who 
happen to be in the wrong place 
at the wrong time. Another col¬ 
league, Norah (Jeanne Tripple- 
horn), almost escapes Dorine’s 
murderous clutches, but Norah 
proves no match for Dorine, who, 
once she has tasted blood, can’t 
get enough. 

Fans of the horror genre are 
likely to be disappointed by Office 
Killer because the film doesn’t be¬ 
have like an ordinary horror film. 
Sure, it’s chock-full of gore — the 
squishy sounds of the decompos¬ 
ing bodies when Dorine plays 
with them is particularly revolt¬ 
ing, as is the swarm of flies in the 
basement — but there’s also a 
hefty dollop or two of macabre 
humor, subtle and not-so-subtle 
touches obviously designed as 
send-ups of the horror genre: the 
cheesy-looking fire that engulfs 
Dorine’s house at film’s end, Vir¬ 
ginia’s ridiculously funny death by 
inhaler, the Bernard Herman- 
nesque opening music, even the 
film’s inanely bald title. 

These splashes of wit have 


their roots in Sherman’s photog¬ 
raphy, which has always leavened 
gore with mordant irony. But 
Sherman also upends expecta¬ 
tions of the horror genre by mak¬ 
ing her villain a mousy woman 
who gets away with murder, a far 
cry from the usual male suspects 
encountered in horror flicks. This 
fillip isn’t coincidental either, as 
Sherman’s work has consistently 
reflected a fascination with femi¬ 
nist issues and the roles pre¬ 
scribed to women by tradition 
and patriarchal power. 

While these resonances of 
Sherman’s larger concerns may 
annoy folks who prefer their ter¬ 
ror unalloyed, the Sherman 
cognoscenti will no doubt wel¬ 
come them as echoes of her fear¬ 
lessly confrontational and strange, 
yet undeniably elemental art. In¬ 
deed, Office Killer is so full of clues 
to Sherman’s visual world that the 
film sometimes seems more like a 
tour of the Cindy Sherman Muse¬ 
um than a movie. Still, the film 
works on its own terms, and 
though it is more often hilarious 
than horrifying, it is genuinely 
creepy and thoroughly gross. 
Sherman would have it no other 
way. 

The performances are terrific, 
especially Kane’s deliriously wacky 
Dorine, and Molly Ringwald’s 
Kim, the office termagant. ▼

T he cover blurb for Laura Adams’ 
novel enthuses: “If you like The 
X~Files you will love Night Vi¬ 
sion!” Well, 1 think TheX-Files is an¬ 
noying, moronic, and boring, but I 
loved Night Vision. If anyone had sug¬ 
gested to me that I would have been 
moved and enthralled by a fictional 
alien encounter, I would never have 
believed it, but there you have it. Go figure. 

Julia Madison works at the IRS and is happy in a low-expecta¬ 
tions kind of way, at least until she begins having nightmares so 
vivid and painful that sleep becomes torture. When she starts wak¬ 
ing up with strange marks on her body, marks that seem to be con¬ 
nected to the nightmares, Julia attends a sleep-disorder workshop. 
There, she discovers that the other dykes in the class also began hav¬ 
ing similar nightmares on the very same day she did. The straights 
in the group are clearly clueless, so the lesbians get together to solve 
the mystery. Each woman brings a different skill to the mix, and it 
is the combination of their abilities that makes resolution possible. 
I especially enjoyed the ways these dykes pitched in to help one an¬ 
other. It reminded me of the early days of the lesbian nation, when 
we still believed in pulling together. 

Laura Adams, “a pseudonymous lesbian romance writer,” cre¬ 
ates a believable and compelling world where an alien visit is possi¬ 
ble, and gives us characters that are vivid and credible. Each of her 
dyke dreamers is believably individual. The ways in which “Adams” 
first hints and then reveals the possibility that the dreams are in fact 
messages from another planet are particularly intriguing. In fact, 
“Laura Adams” shows such skill in plot, dialogue, and characteriza¬ 
tion that my guess for her secret identity is Karin Kallmaker. Who¬ 
ever she is, “Adams” made me a believer in this close encounter. 
Night Vision is funny, suspenseful, and romantic — a real pleasure 
to read and recommend. ▼

into the frame. 

Video serves to zoom in on the 
sexual commodification of 
women, as exemplified by harass¬ 
ment in the streets. Finley sub¬ 
verts the camera’s usual role as 
panderer to the male gaze by 
turning it on the degraded gri¬ 
maces of the male gazer, as per¬ 
formed by her. Lying on her back 
with her legs in the air, dwarfed by 
an extreme close-up of her own 
mouth, Finley does what can only 
be called a lip dance and lingual 
hootchi-cootchi that elicit shrieks 


of disgusted recognition from the 
crowd. 

Finley goes on to wonder, “Why 
couldn’t James Bond show his ass 
crack with a few little butt hairs?” 
before proclaiming, “I want to see 
A1 Gore’s- titties, nipples erect, on 
the cover of Time magazine!” She 
closes this section with a fashion 
tip. Since women wear shoulder 
pads to signal a real or imagined

•' •' he Mayor of Heaven is about 
grief, at least superficially, 
but if it were only that there 
would be little reason to read it. 
Instead, this is a novel about liv¬ 
ing, and about the ways in which 
friends must return to life follow¬ 
ing the death of a friend and lover. 

Following Claire’s death from 
breast cancer, her lover Lucy, her 
best straight friends Rasheda and 
Harry, and her best dyke friend 
Jane wander dazed and hurting 
through their lives, which seem 


pointless without Claire. Every¬ 
thing reminds Lucy of her loss, 
and for Claire’s friends there 
seems little reason to get up in the 
morning except to hurt and 
mourn.

Robertson , Termirkanov, Spano bring the world to Davies Hall

I H f hen SF Symphony Music 
Director Michael Tilson 
m % Thomas returns to 
Davies Hall from hiatus this week, 
he’s likely to notice the podium is 
still warm. Several interesting 
guest conductors have tried to 
spark their own kind of magic in 
his absence, and though the re¬ 
sults were mixed, they were never 
boring. 

David Robertson was supposed 
to have made his SF Symphony 
debut last January, but the musi¬ 
cians’ strike aborted those plans. At 
the time, Robertson was planning 
to conduct Gyorgi Ligeti’s Piano 
Concerto. What we got instead 
when he did mount the podium 
last month was William Walton’s 
Viola Concerto, admirably per¬ 
formed by Geraldine Walther. The 
second half of the bill was given 
over to Beethoven’s Fifth Sympho¬ 
ny, the first half to Olivier Messi¬ 
aen’s L’Ascension. To some, this 
may have seemed like haphazard 
programming, but for these ears 
the results were uncommonly sat¬ 
isfying. 

Robertson has made quite a 
name for himself in Europe as 
music director of the renowned 
Paris-based Ensemble Incontem- 
porain. He is also an opera con¬ 
ductor, and though his recent 
debut with the San Francisco 
Opera was not well-received, his 
grasp of the issues in Messiaen’s 


radiant score was as sure as his 
take on Beethoven’s time-worn 
classic. He is a talent to watch. 

The following week brought 
another new face to the fore when 
Robert Spano conducted two 
Spanish works, Roberto Gerhard’s 
charming Allegrias and Manuel de 
Falla’s popular ballet The Three- 
Cornered Hat. The concert also 
included the world premiere of 
John Corigliano’s The Red Violin, 
Chaconne for Violin and Orches- 


Saens. 

The concert concluded with a 
performance of Manuel de Falla’s 
witty and tuneful ballet, but 
Spano couldn’t match his young 
soloist for fire, and the results 
sounded much too episodic to 
generate enthusiasm. 

Most recently, Russian con¬ 
ductor Yuri Temirkanov took 
time off from his duties at the War 
Memorial Opera House, where’s 
he been conducting performances

tra. Joshua Bell was the impas¬ 
sioned soloist. 

Like most of Corigliano’s 
music, The Red Violin boasts an 
agreeable blend of melody and 
drama. The nods to classical 
forms are brilliant and demand¬ 
ing, and the manner in which the 
composer has built the piece 
around a subtly dissonant har¬ 
monic language suggests the piece 
is more than mere pastiche. Bell 
performed a joyride of an encore, 
the Introduction and Rondo 
Capriccioso by Camille Saint- 


of Tchaikovsky’s Eugene Onegin , 
to bring the music of Georgian 
composer Giya Kancheli to Davies 
Hall. At just under 30 minutes, 
Kancheli’s Symphony No. 4 In 
memoria di Michelangelo is a con¬ 
cise, disturbing work — haunting, 
even. Pundits have labeled 
Kancheli a “mystical minimalist” 
or proponent of the “new sim¬ 
plicity,” but his music is more in¬ 
dividual and provocative than 
that. From the off-stage tolling of 
bells at its opening to the faucet 
drip-like sound at its conclusion,

the symphony guides the listener 
through a sound world that is by 
turns sad, intense, and often 
funny. 

Yuri Temirkanov is 62 years 
old.

SF Symphony, conduct and direct 
an opera with SFO, and lead the 
Symphony in a performance of 
Ivan the Terrible in October. When 
MTT returns to the podium this 
week, his legendary energy may

D own an industrial alley behind 
SFMOMA, signs direct visitors 
to a loft building for The Green- 
works Council and Earth Justice Legal 
Defense Fund holiday party. Coinci¬ 
dentally or not, the green party site 
happens to be the Jernigan Wicker 
Fine Arts gallery, where “Endangered 
Species: Artists Examine Environmen¬ 
tal Issues” is currently on display: 
paintings, photographs and mixed- 
media which take disappearing flora 
and fauna as their subject. 

Not all of the art is above amateur 
quality; however, there are enough 
surprises among the fifty-plus works 
to delight the most jaded savant. Art 
star William Wiley contributes a litho¬ 
graph which purports to be an ancient 
“Relic from 3 Mile Island New Clear 
Evidence.” Photographers Susan Mid¬ 
dleton and David Liittschwager pre¬ 
sent oversized prints of “Presidio 
Manzanita” leaves. Tom Marioni’s 
photogravure printed in blue, “Amer¬ 
ican Eagle,” is a clear stand-out; it is 
also not for sale. 

The Rousseau-esque “Twilight” by 
Antoinette von Grone is simply deriv¬ 
ative. Her black panther and tiger 
stalking under a full moon are no 
artistic advance over her French inspi¬ 
ration. Roberta Loach’s “Dubious En- 
culturation” #1 & 2 are cartoon por¬ 
traits of natives sporting kitsch ties or 
drinking Diet Coke. Her “Ivory Col¬ 
lector” #1 & 2 show moneyed art col¬ 
lectors savoring ivory carving and jew¬ 
elry against a backdrop of an elephant 
trussed in chains to be weighed, or 
rampaging ’phants. These paintings 
are fun, but facile. 

Still, the idea of a group show actu* 
ally having a discernible theme is a rar¬ 
ity in these parts. And the proceeds go 
to a good cause: the gallery will donate 
a percentage of sales to nonprofit en¬ 
vironmental groups such as Greenbelt 
Alliance, Rainforest Action Network, 
and the Sierra Club. ▼

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‘In the Life’ looks at 
the year that was

. : ven though it’s not techni- 

cally the end of the year just 
yet, enough has happened 
in 1997 to justify the December 
episode of PBS’ In the Life casting 
a long backward glance. With the 
sitcom Ellen we encountered our 
first “prime time lesbian,” though 
surely with Lea DeLaria sizzling 
on Broadway, not our last. We 
met a “homicidal homosexual” 
(per Tom Brokaw) in Andrew Cu- 
nanan, and there was a historic 
first, a direct message to homo¬ 
sexuals from a sitting — or per¬ 
haps lying down — president. 

Nineteen-ninety-seven was 
also the year of the great sex de¬ 
bate, which may be news to those 
folks who don’t regularly read The 
Nation or some of the more 
pompous monthly gay rags that 
have been weighing in on the dis¬ 
cussion. In the Life does a nice job 
summarizing the two positions 
— the reactionary anti-sex atti¬ 
tudes of Gabriel Rotello, whose 
Sexual Ecology urges us all to be¬ 
come as boring as our straight 
neighbors, and the more sensible 
voices that believe we should 
stress safe sex over mindless 
monogamy. 

Rotello and his assimilationist 
ilk would probably find a sympa¬ 
thetic ear with the Promise Keep¬ 
ers, that notorious front organiza¬ 
tion for various anti-women reli¬ 


gious interests. In the Life reveals 
the forces behind this knock- 
kneed group of gutless hets who 
expect women to serve them like 
slaves. They seem to take a kindly 
view of homosexuals, putting out 
books like Helping the Homosexu¬ 
al, but only a fool would believe 
their literary efforts are anything 
but an attempt to help us become 
heterosexual. In the Life puts these 
guys in perspective by mentioning 
the heartening statistic that the 
Ellen coming-out episode attract¬ 
ed 42 million viewers while the 
Promise Keepers march brought 
together a pathetic 500,000. 

Also featured on this episode 
is a “day in the life” segment on 
Dr. Kate O’Hanlan, an out lesbian 
og/gyn who has pioneered the ed¬ 
ucation of other doctors in the 
area of gender bigotry; her “Ho¬ 


mophobia as a Health Hazard” 
documents for the medical pro¬ 
fession the physical and psycho¬ 
logical ill-effects of this persistent 
phenomenon. She’s also a 
charmer with a sense of humor 
(“Surgery is fun!” she says). 

The ever-welcome Lea DeLar¬ 
ia offers more lesbian fun in a se¬ 
quence on queer theater. Who 
knew this Jackie Gleason looka- 
like would triumph as she has in 
the revival of Comden and 
Green’s On the Town ? From the 
clips shown, it looks like the show 
pivots entirely on the comic’s ro¬ 
bust talents, and it’s clearly a 
must-see for anyone planning a 
trip to New York. T
